Vmiviicit  iToastass  Telia  tb«   Story  or  His 
Escape  t^om  Slavery. 
In  the  forthcoming  namtm  of  tbe  Cen- 
tury Magazine  Frederick  Doaglass,  tit  the 
first  tim^    relates   the  story  of  his  escape 
from    bondage.    Nearly  fff^   years    ago, 
when  the  flight  was  made,  it  was  the  cus- 
tom   in  the    state  of  Maryland  to  require 
all  free  colored  people  to  be  provided  with 
"f»ee. papers,"  without  which  they  were  not 
permitiod  to   tiavol.    A  description  of  the 
person  was  givefi  fft  these  papern,  and  the 
person  was  examined  vef^  r%'dly  to  make 
good  his    identity.    A  slave  answeJiOfi  the 
genemi  description  would  sometimes  bor- 
row or   hire  his  papers  from  a  free  negro, 
bnt  this  \tras  n  critical  thing  to  do  and  often 
resulted  disastrously  to  both  the  owner  and 
the  borrower.    Douglas  answered!   no  de- 
83ription  papers   he  had  seen,  so  that  pi.ia 
e<mld    not  be  adopted  in  his  case.     Ho  had 
a  rrieitd-  tt  sailor —who  was  provided  with 
certain  govemrttent  papers  that  had  at  least 
an  official  look,     mlthnore  was  his  starting 
point.     He  arranged  with  s  f  ^«>ndly  hack- 
man  to  take  his  luggage  to  the  staiio*.  cnsd 
arriving  there  himKelf  just  in  time  to  juiijp 
aboard  the    train,  hoping  in  the  confusion 
attending  ita   departure,  to   avoid  exciting 
Buspiciou.     The  story  is  beat  told  in  Doug- 
lass' own  lancmnge. 

"In  my  clothiug  I  was  rigged  out  in  nail- 
en  nMe.    I  had  on  a  red  shirt  and  a  tar- 
]'>aunB  hat,  and  a  black  cravat  tied  in  sailor 
fashion   car^tess^y  and  loosely  abont  my 
neck.    My  knowledge  of  ships  and  sailor's 
talk  came  much  to  my  assistance,  for  1  knew 
a  ship  from  stem  to  stem  and  from  keelson 
to  croHstrees,  and  could  talk  sailor  like  nil 
old  salt.      I  was  well  on  the  way  to  Havre 
de  Grace  before  the  conductor  came  into 
the  negro  car  to  Collect  tickets  and  exiuniue 
the  papers  of  the  black  p&t.ienaers.       This 
was  a  critical  moment  in  the   dnimi^.       My 
whole  future  depended  upan  the  decisioh 
of  fbi9  conductor.     Agitated  though  I  was 
while  this  cftrsmony  was  proceeding,   still, 
externally   at  least.  J  Ttas  apparently  calm 
and  self-possessed.     Ho  went  on   with   his 
duty.   ex.imining  several    colored  passen- 
gers before  reaching  me.      He  was   some ; 
what  harsh    in    tone    and    peremptory    in 
manner  antil  he  reached  me,  when,  stmnge 
enough,  and  to  my  surprise  and  relief,  his 
whole  manner  changed.    Seeing  that  I   did 
not  readily  produce  my  free  papers,  as  the 
tthw  eoloTed  persona  in  the  car  haid  done, 
he  said  to  iite,  In  a   friendly  contrast   with 
his  bearing  toward  fho  others :" 
"I  suppose  you  have  youf  ffe<*    papers?" 
To  which  I  answered: 
"No,  sir;  I  never  carry  my  tree  papers  to 
sea  with  nie. " 

"But  yon  have  soiiTrtbing  to  phow  that 
you  are  a  freeman,  haven't  y&a?" 

"Ves,  sir,"  I  answered;  "I  have  a  pnpflr 
with  thd  .American  eagle  on  it.  and  that 
will  carry  me  arcrtiftd  the  world. " 

At  Havre  de  Grace  iia  fftet  a  young  col- 
ored man  whom  ho  knew,  and  n'ho  seemed 
curious  to  find    out    his    business    ^(i   far 
away  from  home.    He  got  rid  of  this  di/- 
ficnlty  oal^  to  encounter  another.    At    the 
window  of  a  tra»n  standing  on  a  side-track 
directly  opposite  the  one  lie  was    in  sat   a 
man  for  whom  he  had  just  Leelt  working  at 
Baltimore.     By  good  luck  the  man  did  not 
turn  around,  so  he  was  undiscovered.     On 
reaching  Philadelphia  he  Inquired  the  way 
to  the  New  York  trains,  and  arrived    there 
on  the  4th  of  September.  1838.  a  free  man. 
Bnt  his  troubles  were  not    over.     In    New 
York  he  found  that  if  waa    hard    to  find  a 
trustworthy  man  even  of  his    own    race. 
Large    premiums    were    offered    for     the 
return    of    runaway    slaves,    and    fe#   of 
the  miserable    darkies    in    the    city  could 
withstand      the    temptation    to    betray  a 
brother.      For    days    Douglass   wandered 
homeless  and  hungry  through  the  streets. 
Finally  he  found  a  good  Samaritan  who  di- 
rected him  to  the  house  of  David   Itnggies. 
one  of  the  officers  of  the  underground  rail- 
road, who  Uved  on  tho  corner  of    Church 
aad  Lispenard   streets.      There  the  }>oor 
runaway  was  hidden  for  several  days,  and 
there  ho  was  Joined  by  his  intended  wife, 
a  free  woman   from   Baltimore,   and    they 
were  married  by  a  Presbyterian  mininter. 
From  New  York  tho  newly   married  couple 
went  to  New  Bedford,    Sf^asa.,    where  their 
free  life  began  in  earnest.      It  was  in  New 
Bedford  that  Douglass,  on  the  advice  of  a 
colored  friend,  changed  tho  name  given  him 
at  birth  to  the  one  he  now   bears.      Fn-d- 
erick  Augustus  Washington   Bailey  was  his 
original  name.      His  friend,    having  just 
read  "The  Lady  of  the  Lake."  snggestcd. 
indeed  insisted,  upon  Donghtss  as  the  now 
surname,  and  Douglass  it  was  made.

From  thirty  Jersey  cow^  owned  by 
George  W.  Noble,  of  WelU,  Pa.,  he  ob- 
tained last  year,  8,1.^0  pfuinds  of  batter, 
for  which  he  rceived  12,415.27  or  an  av- 
eraga  of  fSOM  per  cow.  Besides  this 
yield  hetiad  $80  worth  of  buttermilk. 

Eleven  years  ago  this  summer  N.  G. 
Olmsted  planted  corn  on  the  ICth  day 
of  June,  and  declares  he  never  raised  a 
more  profitable  crop  since  his  residence 
in  the  state.  There  wasthen,  as  now, 
much  nneasiness  among  farmers  on 
a<^unt  of  the  backward  season;  but 
"Nels"  reminded  his  neighlx)rs  that 
"seed  time  and  harvest"  was  promised, 
and  that  when  "seed  time'"  came  he  in- 
tended to  plant  and  lake  tho  chances  on 
a  harvest.  He  did  so  and  with  the  most 
BJitisfactory  results. 

A   correspondent  of  the^Farmer'a  Re- 
view,   has  practiced  daring  several  win 
t^rs,  the  plan  of        keep- 

init  apples  in  dry  sand,  poured 
into  the  filled  barrels  after  storing  in 
cellar,  and  finds  it  a  "decided  improve- 
ment' on  anv  other  ever  tried,  the  fruit 
remaining  till  late  spring  "a."*  fresh  as 
when  first  gathered."  Ho  does  likewise 
with  potAfoes,  and  use^  the  Same  sand 
year  after  year.

;5.  During  the  suimper  pull  tip  all  the 
p'a"M  frhicU,  liy  llieir  wilted  appear- 
ance, show  that  they  are  alfectivl.

y.  To  keep  ofi  the  lieetles  sprinkle  a 
a  good  dose  of  fine  lime,  plaster  or  soot 
ovef  theiseed  b»*u  before  you  cover  the 
soeos.  This  will  kill  a  goed  many  of  the 
beetles  when  they  hatch,  and  will  not 
hurt  the  plants,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
make  them  stronger. 


Oare  ofHolstein  Cattle. 

The  care  given  the  Holstein  cattle  in 
Holland  is  thus  described  by  a  corres- 
pondent: "In  Holland  tho  care  taken 
of  these  cattle  Is  worthy  of  notice.  The 
farm-houses,  wo  are  told,  are  in  com- 
mon with  or  part  of  the  barns,  construct- 
ed to  aflurd  the  greatest  possible  com- 
fort and  convenience  tinder  tb^  sam.<^ 
roof.  I'be  cattle  stand  on  brick  floors, 
and  back  of  them  is  a  deep  gutter  to 
catch  all  the  excrement,  and  this  gutter 
is  thoroughly  cleansed,  morning  and 
evening,  with  a  stream  of  water.  At  the 
rear  of  the  cows  i.^  a  cord,  to  which  the 
tail  of  each  cow  is  attached,  so  that 
when  she  lies  down  it  is  suspended  be- 
yond the  reach  of  dirt.  'The  feeding 
and  watering  Is  done  with  perfect  recu 
larity,  and  the  whole  Ireatmenl 
is  oharaotcrized  by  the  great 
est  kindness  and  most  tender  care, 
which  hits  its  effeci  In  the  Amdnnt  o| 
milk  pru'lucei!  an<I  tne  producirig  of  a 
docile  and  intelligent  race  of  cattlq.  'rhe 
stables  are  well  built  and  warm,  in  the 
pasture  they  are  often  clothed  with  a 
light  blanket,  which  keeps  off  the  flies 
und  protects  them  from  frogs  at  night. 
The  droppings  are  gone  over  every  few 
<lay8,  and  scattered  evenly  about;  and 
this,  with  the  peculiar,  humid  ainioa- 
phere,  has;  no  doubt,  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  their  wonderfal  luxuriant  pastures. 
In  reading  of  the  great  care  bestowed  on 
them  in  their  hative  country,  some 
doubt  as  to  theit- ability  to  endure  the 
climate  might  arise;  bnt  it  la  found  that 
the  range  of  temperature  jn  Holland  is 
asgreat  as  here,  and,  further,  from  tliM 
many  herds  which  have  been  established 
in  all  part.M  of  this  country,  with  uniform 
success,  is  found  the  best  answer  as  to 
Uieir  adaptability  and  hardiness.', 

Good  Farninie  and  Onod  Stock. 

A  Canadian  prize  essay  has  it  tbat  "a 
very  true  Indication  of  thft  tharatrler  of 
the  farmer  is  the  quality  and  «»fiditton  of 
the  animala  he  keeps  around  liiui;  good 
farming  is  almost  invariably  associated 
with  good  stock,  and  to  a  man  ofctilti- 
vated  taste  there  are  few  more  prolific 
sonrees  of  eiyoyaient.  A/I  the  different 
breeds  of  cattle,  sheep,  fiwihe  and  poul- 
try have  their  admirers,  who  claim  su- 
periority for  their  breed,  and  doubtless 
each  breed  has  its  particular  merits. 
There  can,  however,  be  twit  one  breed 
of  each  kind  kept  to  advantage  on  any 
ordinary-sized  farm;  it  requires  wisdom 
to  judiciously  select  which  is  the  best 
suited  to  the  place  and  t-ircnmstances. 
In  attempting  to  raise  several  breeds  at 
the  same  time,  many  an  enterprising 
m  n  has  failed  to  earn  areputatiaa  for 
being  a  good  breeder  of  anv. kiiul.  Th» 
farmer  who  desires  his  shh  to  reraainon 
the  farm  will  certainly  liaJ  tiie  breed- 
ing of  choice  animals  one  of  the  most  ef- 
fectual inducements.

In  the  general  distress  is  there 
here  and  there  a  home  which  Is  harmon- 
irtns  from  kitchen  up— neither  attic,  nor 
parloi*,  nor  my  ladys'chanil>erj  resonant 
with  reproaches  on  the  one  hand  nf)r 
shamed  by  impertinence  on  the  other? 
Yea,  verily!  f^me  Jiomes  are  bits  of 
Eden,  even  here. 

Only  the  mistress  can  find  the  way  out 
of  tne  thicket.

FOREIOS  fVEWS  GOSSIP. 

There  is  great  regret  throughout  the  Do- 
minion at  'he  death  of  Sir  Albert  Smith, 
ex-minister  of  marine  and  fisheries,  under 
ihe  Mackenzie  Kovernment.  He  died  at 
Dorchester,  New  Brunswick,  after  a  short 
illness.  He  occupied  a  distinguished  posi- 
tion in  the  Canadian  buase  of  commons 
from  the  confederation  until  the  last  gener- 
al election,  when  the  national  policy  advo- 
cates beat  him  by  a  small  majority.  In  the 
course  ot  hia  political  career  he  waa  em- 
ployed on  many  diplomatic  missions  by 
various  goveri.njenta.

Noted  Rifle  Shot  Arrested  for  Murder 

Staple  Mills,  Dak.,  Special  Telegram.— 
Andrew  J.  McCauUy,  the  noted  rifle  shot, 
who  is  really  John  Reed,  has  been  stopping 
at  Dower  lAke  for  tbe  past  six  months,  was 
arrested  to-day  at  *  o'clock  for  the  ttlurder 
of  his  sweetheart  at  SyV:amore,  111.,  twelve 
years  agO.  The  hiurder  created  a  great  sen- 
sation at  the  time.  The  arrest  to-day  makes 
it  doubly  so,  being  the  exact  anniversary  of 
the  murder  The  honor  oJ  tracking  the 
scoundrel  down  to  bis  arrest  belongs  to  J.C.

His  exhibition  of  breakiii',-  glass 
balls  in  the  air  with  a  rifle  rivals  the  feats 
of  Carver.  He  had  just  been  giving  an  ex- 
hibition of  this  kind  a  moment  before  bis 
arrest,  in  which  he  broke  every  ball.  He 
had  just  laid  aside  his  faithful  rifle  and 
taken  a  violin,  which  he  also  is  master  of, 
and  commenced  playing  for  tbe  dance  in 
the  Bowery,  when  nuddenly  Sheriff  Nugent 
stepped  quietly  through  the  crowd,  placing 
his  revolver  to  the  trout,  sailing  on  Reed 
to  throw  np  his  hands  and  surrender.

Our  experi- 
ence of  two  sea.sons  bas  convinced  ua  that  it 
is  impossible  to  depend  ution  the  farmers  to 
properly  grow  and  harvest  the  cana  until 
they  have  had  instructions,  and  have  been 
made  to  understand  that  it  is  the  most 
profitable  crop  thu  can  be  grown  in  this 
state.  With  good  cultivation,  good  land 
and  skillful  manufacturing,  an  acre  of  land 
should  produce  1,000  poitnds  of  sugar  and 
twenty  bushels  of  seed. 


Archbishop  Pureetl  Dead. 

Archbishop  Purc^ll  of  Ohio,  died  on  the 
fourth  inst.,  at  Si..  Martin's  convent.  John 
Baptist  Purcell  was  born  in  Mai  Ion,  Coun- 
ty Cork,  Ireland,  February  26,  1800.  He 
was  tbe  son  of  Edmund  and  Johanna  Pur- 
cell, respectable  and  devout  people,  who  in- 
tended hiiu  from  bis  early  age  for  prie.<it- 
hood.  To  him.  as  to  all  their  children, 
they  gavB  as  gocMl  an  education  as  ihey 
could    afford.    In  1826  he    was  orlained  a 

firiest  by  Archbishop  Dequelan,  in  Notre 
>ame,  Paris.  He  then  relurnetl  to  Amer- 
ica, and  became  professor  of  i>bilo8opby,  in 
Mount  SL  Mary  s  college.  At  the  same 
time  be  assisted  Father  Brute,  teaching 
theology.  He  was  chosen  bishop  in  18.33  as 
a  successor  ot  the  Rev.  Bishop  Edward  Fen- 
nick,  who  died  in  the  previous  ytar,  while 
cholera  was  raging  in  Cincinnati.  His  life 
was  long,  laborious  and  useful  but  embit- 
tered toward  its  close  by  financial  misfor- 
tunes. 


l>eath  of  a  Whole  Family. 

The  Thunderbolt  ex  press  coming  south 
of  the  New  York  Pennsylvania  A  Ohio  rail- 
way, due  at  (Mncinnati,  at  8:30,  and  halt  an 
hour  behind  time,  struck  a  huckster  wagon 
in  which  were  a  fannly  of  six  persons  and 
a  driver.  Everyone  exce,.t  William  Bert.««ch 
the  driver,  was  killed.  Bertsch  escaped 
with  serious  though  not  fatal  injuries.  The 
wagon  was  broken  to  splinters.  The  family 
were  that  of  a  huckster,  Henry  Kracke,  and 
they  were  going  to  their  farm,  seven  miles 
from  Wilton  Place.  Kracke  had  been  liv- 
ing on  tbe  farm  for  the  benefit  of  his  health, 
while  the  family  lived  in  the  dty.  Tbe 
names  of  the  killed  were  Mr.  Kracke,  bis 
wife  and  four  children — John  aged  nine- 
teen: Annie  sixt«>en;  Maggie  thirteen  and 
Lizzie,  seven.  The  bodies  of  the  victims 
were  thrown  in  fragments  in  tbe  grass  by 
the  roadside,  where  they  were  picked  up  by 
tbe  light  of  tbe  lanterns  and  were  brought 
to  the  city.  Mrs.  Kracke's  bead  was  sev- 
ered from  her  Iwdv  and  all  the  victims  of 
the  disaster  were  horribly  mutilated.  The 
engine  wj«  se  besmeared  with  blood 
that  it  was  sprinkled  with  flour  to  cover 
the  stains. 

Chloaffo's  High  Episcopal  Hitch. 

The  vestry  of  the  Church  of  Ascension  in 
Chicago,  extreme  High  Episcopal,  of  which 
Rev.  Father  Ritchie  is  rector,  has  adopted  a 
letter  prepared  by  a  committee,  addressed 
to  Bishop  Mcl.4iren,  upon  the  misunder- 
standing existing  between  the  bishop  and 
the  pastor;  very  courteous,  but  firm  in  tone. 
Itprofe>«es  fealty  to  the  church  and  bishop, 
but  at  the  same  t*me  ii  asserts  the  ritaaJ  of 
the  Church  of  Ascension  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  i^hureh  and  chides  the  bish- 
op, if  he  thinks  otherwise,  for  failing  to  in- 
struct the  parish  as  to  its  wrong  adminstra- 
tioH  of  the  rite  of  confirmation,  etc.  It  is 
believed  this  letter  is  cne  step  toward  an 
open  rupture  between  tbe  parish  and  the 
diocese,  like  that  in  which  Charles  E.  Cb^ 
ney  withdrew  and  established  a  reformed 
Episcopal  church,  except  that  it  is  upon 
the  side  of  ritualism  instead  of  non- ritual- 
ism.

liOtteriea  in  the  Mails. 

Postmaster  General  Qresbam  haa  decided 
to  follow  the  precedent  of  Judge  Key  in  pro- 
hibiting lutteriea  the  use  of  tbe  mails.  There 
con  be  no  doubt,  he  says,  that  tbe  order 
issued  by  Key  to  the  postmasters  of  New 
Orleans  in  November,  1789,  was  clearly  jus- 
tified by  the  revised  statutes.  Tbe  only  ques- 
tion in  connection  with  it  that  could  be  ju- 
dicially examined,  relates  to  tbe  power  of 
congress  to  confer  upon  him  the  power 
under  which  he  acted.  But  the  supreme 
court  affirmed  the  constituiionaliiy  of  the 
act  forbidding  lottery  companies  tbe  use  of 
the  mails,  and  hence  he  sees  no  reasou  for 
revoking  tbe  original  order.  Tbe  present 
decision,  however  promises  to  be  merely 
the  forerunner  of  others  that  the  postmaster 
general  will  be  called  upon  to  make.  The 
opponents  of  the  Louisiana  State  Iiottery 
company  are  preparing  for  a  new  assault 
and  we  will  ask  that  all  newspapers  con- 
taining lottery  advertisements  t>e  prohil>- 
ited  frrom  passing  through  the  mails.

Conn., 
and  Otis  A.  Pray,  William  F.  Porter,  Frede- 
rick B.  Lathrop.  Samuel  C.  Gale  and  John 
H.  Randall,  all  of  Minneapolis. 

W.  S.  Woodward  is  the  new  postmaster 
at  Brownsdale,  Mower  Co.,  in  (he  place  of 
Capt.  Hunt,  resigned. 

Tbe  Hardscrabble  flouring  mill  owned  by 
J.  N.  Cummings  of  Spring  Valley  has  been 
burned  with  entire  loss.  The  property 
was  worth  $5,000  and  important  repairs 
were  in  progress. 

James  Thomas  of  Parkei's  Prairie  was 
buried  in  a  well  thirty  feet  deep  at  that 
place,  and  waa  rescued  alive  after  nine 
hours'  digging  by  relays  of  a  large  force  of 
men.

Minn. 

The  village  of  Evansville,  Douglas  Ca>  , 
Minn.,  is  almost  entirely  wiped  out,  tweiity- 
seven  buildings  being  burned,  with  an  ag- 
gregate lot's  of  $81,500,  and  a  total  insurance 
of  only  $;10,.350.  The  fire  which  occurred 
on  the  5th  inst..  originated  in  a  small  pri- 
vate reom  over  Meeker's  bank.  The  fol- 
lowing list  embraces  the  names  ot  tbe  losers 
with  a  description  of  the  property  de- 
stroyed:

French  Manners. 

"Yon  will,  of  course,  take  your  daugh- 
ter to  Paris  to  accustom  her  to  speak 
French  fluently?"  said  one  American  to 
another  who  was  about  to  sail  fur  Eu- 
lope.  "No."  was  the  reply.  "A  pure 
French  accent  is  likely  to  be  too  dearly 
Ixjught  at  tiie  expense  of  puritv  of  mind. 
My  (laughter  would  see  and  hear  more 
ot  what  is  questionable  in  a  week  in 
Paris,  than  she  has  learned  in  her  whole 
previous  life." 

This  seems  a  harsh  judgment.  Bui  it 
is  a  fact  that  vice  flaunts  nowhere  so 
boldly  as  in  Paris.  It  is  reco  nized 
there  as  a  necessity,  not  an  evil.  Tliere 
is,  too,  a  total  lack  of  the  ordinary  mo<l- 
esties  which  surround  the  lives  of  re- 
spectable people  in  this  country.  Cer- 
tainly sights  and  sounds,  which  are  nev- 
er mentioned  here  in  public,  are  so 
common  in  the  streets  of  Paris  that  n 
decent  Amerrican  woman  is  appalled, 
Uiitil  famililrity  has  taught  ber  indifi'er- 
ence. 

The  wife  of  one  of  our  foreign  minis- 
ters wasgreeted  on  her  arrival  in  France 
with  the  remark,  "You  are  coming 
among  the  best  bred  people  in  the 
world." 

"Pardon  me,"  she  replied,  "I  have  left 
them  behind  me.     I  am  an  American." 

French  courtesy  has  been  proverbial 
for  centuries.  Unfortunately,  however, 
the  Frenchman's  courtesy  is,  as  a  rule, 
paid  only  to  women  who  are  his  social 
superiors.  His  feeling  towards  all  oth- 
ers is  expressed  by  a  leer.  Hence  it  is 
impossible  for  a  woman  to  walk  the 
streets  of  Paris  unaccompanied  by  an 
escort,  without  danger  of  insult  from 
every  man  she  meetf-. 

In  Philadelphia,  during  the  Centenni- 
al exposition  of  WTO,  a  lady  entered  a 
street-car  which  happened  to  be  filled 
with  the  attaches,  clerks  and  owners  o' 
the  French  department  of  the  exposi- 
tion. Several  of  these  m^n  lighted  ci- 
gars and  puffed  them  in  her  face  and 
their  conduct  became  so  rude,  that  she 
was  forced  to  leave  the  car.  Some  o  f 
the  prindpal  French  exhibitors  and  a 
commissioner  were  present,  but  made 
no  attempt  to  interfere.  Happening  to 
meet  one  of  them  afterwards,  she  ex- 
pressed her  amnzement  at  the  brutal 
conduct  of  the  whole  party. 

"But,  madame,"  he  exclaimed,  "they 
did  not  understand  that  you  were  a  lady  ; 
you  had  no  escort!" 

"I  was  a  woman,  and  therefore  en- 
titled to  every  man's  protection,"  was 
ber  indignant  reply. 

He  shrugged  his  shoulders  and  was  si- 
lent.   Now,  mark  the  difference. 

At  tbe  same  exposition  near  tbe  ex- 
position buildings,  an  immense  tempo- 
rary hotel  was  erected.  Over  eight 
thousand  teachers,  women  from  all  parts 
of  the  Union,  went  to  this  hotel  unpro- 
tected ,  visited  the  exposition  alone,  and 
returned  home  as  secure  from  insult  as 
though  tliey  were  princesses. 

The  first  principle  instilled  into  every 
American  is  respect  for  women.  "There 
was  nut  a  man  who  met  these  young  girls, 
who,  seeing  that  they  were  modest  and 
well-behaved,  would  not  have  interfered 
to  defend  them  from  insult. 

These  two  instances  aptly  illustrate  a 
rarlical  difference  between'  the  two  na- 

ions.

be  considered  as  a  true  disease,  but 
rather  as  the  effect  upon  the  average 
nasal  membrane  of  climatic  causes,  beat 
and  cold,  dryness  and  moisture,  too 
rapidly  alternating  and  too  excessive  for 
the  average  nasal  membrane  to  resist 
successfillTy.  The  nose  that  is  catarrhal 
at  Boston  may  be  healthy  In  Philadel- 
phia, or  may  suffer  severely  here  and  be 
cured  by  a  sojourn  in  the  Southern 
States.  Whether  our  noses  are  grow- 
ing weaker  with  each  generation  in 
North  America,  or  whether  tbe  dimate 
be  too  mdch  for  any  nose  to  stand ;  is  a 
question  we  leave  to  others;  though 
Europeai^  arriving  in  our  midst  ate  oft- 
en rapidly  attacJied.— Medical  Tismm.

The  seccon<lj:itticleinthe  North|.\iuer- 
iciin  Review  thi-s  month  is  "The  lAst 
Days  of  the  lU-bellion,"  by  Gen.  P.  H. 
Sheridan.  Gen.  Slieridon  writes  of 
events  which  occurred  in  the  Virginia 
■■aiu|)aign  l)etween  .\ppil  4,  !>«>»,  and 
the  scene,  at  Appomattox  court-house 
on  April  4.  On  the  morning  of  the  8th 
he  says  that  "liapoiness"  was  in  every 
heart.  Our  long  and  weary  lalmrs  were 
about  to  close,  our  dangers  soon  to  end . 
There  was  no  sleep;  t'lore  had  been  but 
little  for  the  previous  eight  or  nine 
dava.  Before  sunrise  (ien.  Ord  C4ime  in, 
reporting  the  near  approach  of  the  com- 
mand. After  a  hasty  consultation  about 
positions  to  lie  taken  up  by  the  incom- 
ing troops  we  were  in  the  saddle  and  off 
for  thi^  front  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ap- 
pomattox court-house."  Finally  they 
remlied  a  point  opposite  that  place,  and 
where,  l>elow  them  "in  a  low  valley,  lay 
Ix?e  and  the  remn&nt  of  bis  army."

As  tlieV  ap- 
proached tbe  citurt  house,  however,  a 
heavy  fire  was  opened  on  them  from  a 
skirt  of  timlHir  to  the  right,  and  even 
when  within  UK)  or  \-^^  yards  of  the 
court-house  sftme  of  the  men  in  the  coti- 
federate  lines  brought  down  their 
guns  to  aim  at  the  Union  men,  and 
"great  effort  was  made  by  their  offlci'r-« 
to  keep  them  from  firing."  fJen.  J.  B 
Gordon,  when  finally  raet,  seemed  to  lie 
somewhat  disconcerted  by  the  firing  that 
had  tsken  place: 

"I  remarked  to  him:  'Gen.  Gordon, 
your  men  fired  on  me  as  I  was  coming 
over  here,  and  undouble<lly  thev  have 
done  the  same  to  Merrill's  and  Custer's 
commands.  We  might  just  as  well  let 
them  fight  it  out.'  To  this  proposition 
Gen.  Gordon  did  not  accede.  I  then 
asked:  'Why  not  send  a  staffoflicer  to 
and  have  your  people  cease  firing? 
They  are  violating  tbe  Hag!'  He  said :  *I 
have  no  ktafl  <. Ulcer  to  send.'  I  replied: 
'1  will  let  you  have  one  of  mine,'  iiint 
calling  for  Lieut.  Van<lerbllt  Allen,  he 
was  diicctod  to  report  to  Gen.  Gordon- 
and  carry  bis  orders.  The  orders  were 
to  go  to  Gen.  (Jeary,  who  WHS  in  com- 
mand of  a  small  brigade  of  Sf>uth  t^aro- 
lina  cavalry,  and  ask  him  to  discontinoo 
the  firing.  Lieut.  Allen  da.shed  off  with 
the  message,  but,  on  delivering  it  to 
Gen.  Geary,  was  taken  prisoner,  with 
the  remark  from  that  ofliccr  that  South 
Carolinians         never  surrendered. 

Of  the  actual  surrender  of  I^e  later  in 
the  day,  negotiations  loolcing  to  which 
had  been  going  on  for  a  day  and  a  night 
Gen. Sheridan  says: 

"In  the  meantime.  Gen.  Lee  came 
over  to  Mclvcan's  house  in  the  village 
of — ppomattox  (>)urt  house.  lam  not 
ci-rtain  whether  Oen.  Babcock,  of  Gen. 
Grant's  staff,  who  had  arrived  in  ad- 
vance of  the  (ieneral,  had  gone  over  to 
B(;e  him  or  not.  We  had  »ait«'<l  sfiine 
hours,  and,  I  think,  about  12or  1  o'dojk 
(Jen.  Grant  arrived.  Gen.  Ord.  inystlf, 
and  many  officers  were  in  the  main  rood 
leading  through  the  town,  at  a  p<nnt 
where  I./ee'B  army  was  visible,  (ien 
tirant  rode  up,  and  greeted  me  with. 
'Sheridan,  how  are  you?'  I  replied,  *I 
am  very  well,  thank  you.'  He  then  said, 
'Where  is  I>ee?'  I  replied,  'There  in  his 
arniy  down  in  that  valley;  he  is  over  in 
that  house,  (pointing  out  McIiPan's,) 
waiting  to  surrender  to  you.'  (Jen.  Grant 
still  dismounting,  said,  'CV>ine  let  us  go 
over.'  He  then  made  the  same  request 
th  Gen.  Ord,  and  we  all  went  to  Mc- 
I^ean's  house.  Those  who  entered  with 
(ien.  (jrant,  were,  as  nearlv  as  I  can  re- 
collect. Ord.  Rawlins.  Sell:  Williams.  In- 
galls,  Babcock,  Parker,  and  myself;  the 
staff  oflicers,  or  those  who  acc<)m|>anied, 
remaining  onthide  on  the  porch  stetw 
and  in  the  yard.  fJn  entering  the  parlor 
we  found  Gen.  Lee  standing 
in  company      with       0»l.       Mar- 

shall, his  aide-de-camp.  The  first 
greeting  was  to  Gen.Seth  Williams,  who 
ha<l  been  Lee's  Adjutant  when  he  was 
Superintendent  of  the  Military  Afaid- 
emy.  Gen.  Lee  was  then  presente*!  to 
Gen.  Grant,  and  all  present  were  in- 
troduced. Gen.  Lee  was  dressed  in  a 
new  gray  uniform,  evidently  put  on  for 
the  occasion,  and  wore  a  handsome 
sword.  He  had  on  hisfa^-e  the  expretsa- 
ion  of  relief  from  a  heavy  burden,  (jen. 
(irant's  uniform  was  soiled  with  mud  and 
s<!rvice,  and  he  wore  no  sword.  After  a 
few  words  had  been  spoken  bv  those 
who  knew  Gen.  Ij^e,  all  the  officers  re- 
tired except,  perhaps,  one  staff  officer  of 
Gen.  Grant's  and  the  one  who  was  with 
Gen.  I^ee.  We  had  not  been  aL*sent  more 
than  five  minutes  when  Gen.  Babcock 
came  to  the  door  and  said.  "The  sur- 
render has  taken  place — you  can  come 
in  again."  When  we  re-entered  (ien. 
Grant  was  writing  on  a  little  woo<len. 
elliptical-shaped  table[purcha'wd  by  me 
froniMr.  McLean  and  pre-sented  to  Mrs. 
G.  A.  Custerjthe  conditions  of  the  sur- 
render. Gen.  Lee  was  sitting.  Ins  hand 
resting  on  the  hilt  of  his  sword,  to  the 
left  of  Gen.  Grant,  with  his  bak  to  a 
eniall  marble  topped  Ubie,  on  which 
many  books  were  piled.*  •  •  About 
one  hour  was  occupied  in  drawing  up 
and  signing  tbe  terms,  when  Gen.  liee 
retired  from  the  hrmse  with  a  corlial 
shake  of  the  hand  with  Gen.  Grant, 
mounted  his  chunky,  grey  horse,  and 
lifting  his  hat,  passed  through  the  gate, 
and  rode  over  the  crest  of  the  hill  to  bis 
arinv.  On  his  arrival  there,  we  heard 
wild  cheering,  which  seemed  to  bo 
taken  up  progressively  by  his  troops, 
either  for  him,  or  because  of  the  satia- 
faction  with  hia  last  otiictal  act  as  a  sol- 
dier."

Give  them  only 
half  rations  for  awhile  and  plenty  of 
green  feed.  8  Young  pigs  must  be 
weaned  at  four  to  six  years  old.

from  time  to  tinpe,  tcs^  th?  butter-pro- 
ducing powers. of  their,  herds,  and  of 
ceruin  rows  in  the  henl.  This  has  ol 
late  come  to  be  atten«led  with  consider- 
able blowing  of  horns,  and  stripped  of 
ilsd'sguise  is.  I  l>elieve.  understoo*!  to 
be  an  advertisement.  Of  course,  when 
tbeisnimiil  subiected  to  the  test  per- 
forms Imn.lsoinely  at  the  pail,  th*  result 
is  of  value  to  the  other  breeders.  I  f  a 
test  is  vi-luable  to  any  particular  breed, 
it  is  of  value  to  another  breed.  If  a  test 
is  of  value  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
farmers  bow  that  breed  is  superior  to 
the  common  stock  of  the  country,  then 
the  vime  test  hIiooW  be  applied  to  coin- 
raon  cows. 

"l  would  like  to  see  faimcrs  who 
must  and  will  continue  to  breed  from 
common  stock  make  periodical  tests  of 
all  tin-  cows  in  theit-  dairies.  An  animal 
even  If  ciie  is  ii  scrtlb.  that  will  produce 
ten  pouii  Is  of  billtef  pet  week  i9  of 
more  value  for  l«reeding  purpoefcs  than 
one  that  will  only  produce  flvfc  pounds, 
becailse  her  chances  are  many  that  her 
calf  will  inherit  the  quality  of  its  dam. 
She  is  also  of  much  more  talue  in 
the  dairy.  It  would  bo  a  most  excellent 
thing  for  a  farmer  to  know  how  miny 
cows  he  is  keeping  thai  are  unable  to 
produce  five  iwuuds  of  butter  per  week. 
The  farmer  can  make  a  lest  that  will  be 
ar)pro;tiidatt«l^  Jorrect  rtt  much  less  cost 
than  that  of  a  pdblir  test.  It  wodld  not 
have  to  be  sWoJ-n  to,  or  to  be  advertised, 
and  would  satisfy  the  fahner  hlmselj, 
who  is  the  orilv  brte  cOiiteriiM.  I'.y  all 
means,  let  us  ha.ve  tosls  of  biir  fcommorl 
cows,  is  ^ell  ^  tests  oi  Jerseys  or 
Guernsey^."

Lemon  and  Ginger  Beer.— Among    all 
the  slightly  stimulating  beverages  there 
are  none  superior  to  those  made  ont  of 
gingtr.  cream  of  tartar  and  lemons  with 
white  or  brown  sugar.    And   the   weak- 
est stomach  will    fiml    it   an    agreeable 
drink  in  hot  weather.    Oet  four  ounces 
of  ra«-o    ginger    root    well      bruised    or 
pounded.    Mis' with  it  three  ounces  of 
cream  of  tartar  and  five  pounds  of  white 
or  light  brown  sugar.    Add  eight  lemons 
sliced  very  thin.    Pour  over  this  mix- 
ture five  gallons  of  Ijol'ing  water  and  let 
it  stand  until  milk  warm.   Then  add  one 
teacupful  of  yeast  poured  on  to   a  crust 
of  bread  which    will    float    on    the  top. 
Let  it  ferment  over    night    in     a  warm 
place,  covering  the  pail  or  firkin    with  a 
pan  or  cloth.    Or  put  it  In   a    small    keg 
and  let  it  stand  12    hourw   and   ferment 
through  the  bunghole.    Then   close  up 
tightly  and  it  will  be  ready   to  drink  in 
two  d'avp.    If  left  to  ferment  in  a  firkin, 
bottle  It  the  next    morning,    tilling    the 
bottles  only  two-thirds  full,  and   corking 
very  tightly.     Lager  beer  twttles  are  the 
best  tor  ginger  beer  or  "ginger   pop"  as 
it  is  often  called.    In    two  days  it    will 
foam  like  cream  ale,  and  ho  much   more 
delicious  in  flavor.     It  must  l)e  kept  on 
ice  or  in  a  cool  cellar  as  ?t  is  apt   to   be- 
come too  sour  if  kept  }n  a  warm  place, 
but    a     teaspoonful    of  sugar    in  eaoh 
tumblerful   obviates  the    acidity.    This 
beer  is  inotit  exellent  for  home  consuinp- 
tion  and  it  is  very  refreshing  at  the  din- 
ner table. 

GiNOKR  Bebr  POWOER.S,— Ginger  beer 
can  also  be  made  in  a  portable  form  and 
is  excellent  (or  traveling.  Take  one 
dram  of  powdered  giiii:»'r,  four  onnces 
of  powdered  sugar  and  five  drams  of 
druggist'  carbonate  of  eoda.  Divide  the 
mi.xture  into  12  parts,  and  put  up  in  pa- 
pers. Take  one  ounce  of  tartaric  acid 
and  divide  into  12  papers,  and  put  up  in 
different  colored  paper.  Use  the  two 
powders  as  for  soda^powders,  difsolving 
tlie  largest  paper  in  a  third  of  a  tumbler 
of  iced  water,  and  the  acid  in  another 
tumbler  of  water,  pour  one  upon  the 
other   once   or  twice  and    drina    while 

foaming. 
Raspberry  Vineoar.— Take  six  quarts 

of  red  raspberries  and  add  to  them  one 
quart  of  vinegar.  Let  them  stand  over 
night,  mash  well,  and  strain  through  a 
cloth.  To  each  pint  of  the  juice  add  one 
pound  of  while  sugar.  Boil  for  twenty 
minutes,  strain  and  bottle  while  hot. 
Turn  two  tablespoonfuUs  of  it  in  a  tum- 
bler of  iced  water.  It  is  delicious  for 
fever  patients.  It  can  also  be  made  to 
etfervesence.by  substituting  eight  ounces 
of  tartaric  acid  instead  of  the  vinegar  u> 
llie  juice  of  six  quarts  of  raspberries 
-jueezed  through  a  sieve  and  boiled 
twenty  minutes  with  six  pounds  of  su- 
gar. Bottle  and  cork.  When  used  add 
two  tahlespoonfuls  to  a  half  a  tumble* 
of  Iced  water  and  siir  in  a  balf  tea-spoon

England,  says  that  his    own   father   was 
one  of  tbe  most  Jimpassioned  and  pow- 
erful extempore  orators  he  ever  heard; 
but  he  had  a  bad  verbal  memory,  and 
"after  working  ua  up    with    a   splfendid 
passage  of  unprepared  and  inpromtu  el- 
oquence, he  triea  to  close  the  sentence 
with  tbe  text,  'Mercy  and  truth  are  met 
toget  her ;    righteousness  .and  peace  have 
kissed  each  otherl"     But  the   words  es- 
caped his     rei-cllection,    and    he    said: 
'Mercy  and  truth  are  met  together,  and 
—and— and— two  similar  sentiments  have 
kissed  each  other!"    Bad  as  the    verbal 
memory  may  by  nature  be,  it  is  capable 
of  great  imnrovement.     We  have  seen  a 
minister  who,  till  he  wua  forty,    did  not 
dare  to  quote  a  verse  of  scriptore    or    a 
line  of  poetry;  when,  bearing  some  one 
say  that  the  defect  could    be  removed, 
made  it  a  matter  of  study,  and  soon    at- 
tained the  power  to  quote  what  he  would.

If  there  is 
lo  ice  at  hand,  keep  a  cold  cloth  on  the  head, 
ind  ponr  cold  water  on  it  as  well  as  on  the 
>ody.  If  the  person  is  pole,  very  faint,  and 
jnlae  feeole,  let  him  inhale  ammoniac  for  a 
'ew  seconds,  or  Kive  him  a  leaspoonrul  of 
iromaiic  spirits  of  ammoniac  in  two  teaepoon-

Stwjkholm  took  the  'ten'first  days  of 
July  to  celebrate  the  advent  of  the  first 
printing  presa  in  that  city  which  was  re- 
•■oived  in  the  y»'ar  148.*?.  '  Stockholm  for 
a  northern  and  miimportant  town,  waa 
certainly  in  the  field  at  a  date  that  does 
her  people  lasting  honor,  and  they  did 
well  to  (xjlebrate  the  four  hundredth  an- 
niversary of  their  achievement. 


The  watering-place  hofel-keeper?  are 
1  ie<x>unitfed  by  the  oackward  summer. 
In  June  there  were  only  a  few  days  at 
the  sea-side  when  an  over-coat  was  not 
re«|uired  for  comfort.  This  feature  of 
the  season,  added  to  increasing  economy 
on  the  part  of  pleasure  seekers,  owing 
to  business  stagnation,  has  proved  a 
<lam|)er  to  places  of  fashionable  enter- 
tain inent. 


Mcjobers  of  the  Utah  commission  state 
that  while  Mormonism  is  increasing  poly- 
gamy is  gradually  falling  into  disrepute. 
The  Ettmunds  bill  provides  that  no 
practiral  pologamist  can  vote.  This  of 
itself  will  ultimately  breek  up  polygamy. 
The  railroads  will  also  accomplish  much 
in  this  direction.  When  it  becomes  ap- 
parent that  a  poiygaraist  cannot  rise  to 
honor  or  profit,  the  abridgment  of  the 
number  of  wives  will  speedily  lollow.  It 
itdue  to  the  more  refined  classes  to  state 
that  among  them  polygamy  is  becoming 
not  ao  respectable  as  formerly. 


Ai-cording  to  a  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Times,  Florida  is  altogether 
too  generous  in  the  matter  ot  giving 
land  to  railroads.  The  public  domain 
has  already  been  exhausted,  and  the 
legislature  is  shown  to  have  granted 
land  to  companies  aflei  it  had  alreatly 
passed  into  the  possession  of  other  cor- 
porations. This  business  will  make 
work  for  the  lawyers.  Florida  is  not  the 
only  state  that  has  exhausted  its  land 
domain.  The  passion  for  giving  away 
land  is  general,  and  not  the  slighest  re- 
tard to  the  requirements  of  generations 
to  follow,  so  long  as  the  present  is  en- 
ri''hed.  The  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  every  one  wanting  land  for  him- 
self or  his  children  will  have  to  buy  it 
from  capitalists,  speculators  and  rail- 
roads, and  be  compelled  to  pay  whatev- 
er they  may  ask.  Then  will  come  land- 
leasing  with  all  its  attendant  evils,  of 
making  the  rich,  richer,  and  the  poor 
poorer.

EVENTS  IN  WASnixaTON. 

The  romniissionrr  of  the  jeneral  lund 
office  is  making  up  a  stateiueiii  of  the  work 
ol  the  special  agentji  api>ointed  lo  hunt  up 
fraudulent  entries  in  the  west.  The  offlce 
i.s  so  far  behind  (hat  mnny  ci  Re«  are  Still 
pending,  and  the  general  result  of  the  ex- 
periment cannot  vet  be  determined.  The 
cancellation  so  far  are  about  «<«  retries  of 
((uarter  sections,  a  very  small  |«roportion  of 
the  M.OOO.WX)  acres  taken  up  d  'ring  the 
fiscal  year.  A  large  nimiber  ol  the  cases in- 
vestii^ated  showrd  the  complaints  to  t>e  of  a 
frivolous  or  uialiciouit  cbaractt  r. 

To  a  friend,  Oenaral  Rauni.  speaking  of 
the  abolition  of  the  st  imp  tix,  is  quoted  aa 
having  said  a  day  or  two  aeo  t  liat  the  reve- 
nue to  t>^  <lerived  from  wlii-  ky  and  beer 
alone  would  probably  amount  to  $100,000,- 
000,  and  that  the  repeal  oi  all  <  tber  internal 
revenue  laws  can  be  made  with  safety.  It  is 
tha  pnrfHMe  of  certain  republican  merabcrs 
ttf  conKres'S  to  introduce  at  the  next  session 
a  bill  abolishing  all  internal  revenue  taxea 
except  tliose  on  malt  and  spirit  loua  liquors.

According  to  Mr.  Trevelyan,  the  Eng* 
lish  government  has  concluded  to  abao- 
don  the  transportation  of  Irish  paupers 
to  this  country.  There  is  now  a  good 
«leal  of  complaint  of  the  fact  that  a 
systematic  importation  of  which  labor 
has  been  c-arried  on  for  some  time  by 
eastern  manufacturers,  in  this  country 
to  whom  they  give  wages  upon  which 
American  workintjmen  with  families 
would  starve.  The  people  of  this  coun- 
try have  always  generously  welcomed 
the  emigration  of  the  poor  from  Europe 
capable  of  earning  a  living,  and  have 
never  asked  nor  cared  how  much  or 
liow  little- money  such  emigrants  have 
brought  with  them.  But  they  protest 
against  the  pauper  importation  like  that 
of  some  of  the  New  EnglamI  manufact- 
urers, which  is  designed  to  drive  honest 
American  lalwr  out  of  employment.  The 
patriotism  that  denounces  the  assisted 
immigration  of  pauper  Irish  by  the 
British  government  will  make  no  dis- 
tinction in  favor  of  the  importation  of 
pauper  Swe<les  and  Italians  by  New 
England  manufacturers. 


A  student  of  the  reports  of  the  tenth 
v^ensus  has  compiled  a  table  for  the  Bos- 
ton Commonwealth  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  in  what  state  or  states  one  has 
the  twst  chance  for  a  long  life.  New 
Hatopshtre  seems  to  him  to  be  the  fav- 
orite refuge  of  green  old  age,  for  he  finds 
that  one-seventy-fourth  of  the  inhab- 
iUnts  are  at  least  80  years  old.  The 
proportion  among  native  white  males  m 
1  to  80,  but  the  environment  in  New 
Hampshire  seems  to  have  been  even 
more  f».VDrable  to  the  preservation  of 
life  in  the  other  sex,  for  the  proportion 
among  native  white  females  is  1  to 
o9.  Other  New  England  states  do  not 
contain  quite'  so  many  old  persons,  the 
proportion  for  the  six  being  1 
In  the  three  middle  states  the 
proportions  is  1  in  182;  in  the 
Atlantic  states  1  in  2at;  the  gulf 
1  in  300;  Texas  1  in  437;  in  the

^  great  lake  States  1  in  26.3;  (Jalifornia 
and  OrefP)n  I  in  500;  in  Colorado  1  in 
1150;  in  seven  states  west  ef  the  Missis- 
sippi river  the  average  proportion  is 
one  in  433.  In  Iowa  XU  persons  yield 
only  one  who  has  reached  the  age  of 
four  score;  in  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  and 
Kansas  only  one  of  these  aged  citizens 
c«n  be  found  in  a  group  that  woa\fl 
yiehl  two  in  Iowa.  S«>  our  student  .as- 
suming that  long  life  is  an  inalienable 
right  of  those  who  reside  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, Vermont,  and  Maine, cries:  "Flee 
to  the  mountains  of  New  England  for 
health  and  longevity."  These  figures 
are  misleadintr  in  some  respects,  princi- 
pally from  the  fact  that  vast  numbers  of 
the  young  of  New  England  emigrate 
west,  leaving  the  oUI  at  home, 
Avhile  most  of  the  western  sUtes  are  [too 
young  to  .x)ntain  many  old  people.  Why 
should  we  expect  to  find  'aged  men  in 
Colorado  or  in  the  f  other  states  which 
were  almost  uninhabited  a  few  years 
ago?  There  has  not  been  time  for^them 
lo  grow  tliere,  and  very  few  of  them 
have  gone  there  from  other  parts  of  the 
country.  The  same  statement  can  he 
made  concerning  other  states,  but  with 
lees  and  less  force  as  we  approaeh  the 
Atlantic  coast  from  the  west.  When 
some  of  the  western  states  named  are 
from  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  years 
old,  then  will  come  this  time  for  a  fair 
comparison  of  longevity  with  those  re- 
ferred to  as  containing  the  largest  por- 
tion of  old  people.

At  the 
conference  ('biefTomaskat  complained  that 
Simms,  agent  at  the  (V)lville  reservation, 
never  visited  tbe  Indians  personally,  and 
was  entirely  igaorant  of  their  wants;  that 
bis  quarters  are  'orty  miles  from  the  reserv- 
ation, thus  obliging  tbe  Indians  to  travel 
that  distance  in  order  to  confer  with  him 
when  anytbinx  jsneeiled.  Itissaid  at  tbe 
department  that  Agent  Simms  will  t>e 
promptly  removed,  vnless  henceforth  he 
gives  the  Indians  under  ^his  charge  nior« 
personal  attention.

I'mnaylvania 
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Foreign  Paupers   Comtufc    Through 
Canada. 

Special  Agent  Howell,  now  at  Plattabnrg, 
N.  Y.,  has  called  the  attention  of  the  treas- 
nry  department  to  the  large  number  of  im. 
migrants  arriving  at  Quebec  and   Montreal, 
and  says  that  many  of  them  are  almost  des- 
titute, having  neither    money   nor  friends, 
and  are  too  feeble  by  reason  of  age    or   in- 
firmity to  support  themselves.  He  says  that 
most  of  this  class  are  paupers,    who   have 
been  a8si:<ted  in  procurioK  passage  and    are 
ticketed  to  points  in  tbe  western  part  of  the 
United  Si4ites.    Tbe  special  agent     ia     in- 
formed that  twenty-eieht  persons  who  had 
left  Ireland  only    twenty  days    before  were 
found  helpless  and  starving  in  the  streets  of 
Buffalo,  and  were  committed    to    tbe  Erie 
county  almshouse.     All    of   these     people 
came  into  the   Unite<l  States    via     Canada. 
Canadian  steamers    engaged    in    importing 
cattle  from  Great  Britiau  make    very      low 
rates  lor  this  class  of  immigranta  from  Ire- 
land to  Canada.    He  says  be  is    alao    In- 
ormed  that  a  large  number  of  "state  aided" 
immigranta   are  to    leave    Ireland    on  tbe 
next  Allan  steamer,  and  be    sent    at   onc« 
from  Canada  into  the  United   States.

of  (be  country  (o  exercise  their  right  of  suf- 
frage nntrainmeled  bj  parly  claims,  tosup- 
pori  measures  and  principles  aa  they  con- 
ceive them  lo  be  to  the  best  interests  of  tbe 
country  an«i  the  race;  to  demand  recot^nition 
commensurate  with  the  stiengib  of  tbe  col- 
ore*l  voter  of  the  country  of  that  party  to 
which  tbey  may  see  fit  to  become  allies, 
and  henceforth  to  occupy  the  same  inde- 
pendent position  as  is  occupied  by  tbe 
Swe<tea,  Germans  and  other  citizeiis.  A 
resolution  was  also  adopted  stating  that 
tbe  convention  was  in  sympathy  with  the 
republican  party  on  the  tariil  question,  and 
that  the  word  negro  be  written  and  printed

A.  K.  Lovejoy,  proprietor  of  a  ahiiif^le  man- 
ufactory at  Thompson  aiation,  twenty  miles 
from  Duluth,  waa  also  a  |>arty  to  the 
scheme,  but  as  he  bas  turned  informer  and 
will  be  UNed  bv  the  Koverument  as  a  wit- 
nettg,  the  prosecution  will  be  direct  against, 
Mitchell  and  flordon. 

The 
sjieoific  charge  istha',  Miio'iell,  (i  )rd.>n  an  I 
Luvejoy  employed  twenty-seven  men  U» 
enter  some  4  480  acres  of  land  tinder  llie  pre- 
eni|it!on  law,  make  final  proof  and  then 
transfer  the  lamia  to  them.  Of  course,  thti 
nroceeding  is  a  viola'iou  of  the  letter  and 
spirit  of  the  preemption  law,  though  it  is 
not  an  unheard-of  practice  in  ttie  North- 
west. Mitchell  claims  that  his  part  in  it 
was  innocent,  and  Itiit  his  arrest  is  ins|iired 
by  w'oked  men  who  waul  to  prevent  hii 
confiraiation  as  rcister.

For  more  tliau  a  quarter  ot  a  century   Tom 
Thumb  has  occupied  a  position    11    ihe  eye 
of  the  public  in  immerse  proportitm  to  hit 
size,     while    by    no    iu»aiis    the    smallest 
dwar  everexhibilel,  hn  n  by  lar  the  most 
notable.  He  was  born  at   Bridgeport,  f\>nii., 
Jan.  4,  lS:iH,   arrl   had,    therefore  attained 
the  age  ot  forty-five  years  and  six    months 
when  he  .died.     Hia  [>arents  were  ordiuary 
sized   people,   and  until  tiie  age  of  four  or 
five    Charles    was    not    noticeably    sniill. 
Aboat  that  time  he  ceased  growing,   bow- 
ever,   and  when  at  the  age  ef  fourteen   he 
was  engaged  by    P.  T.   Barnuin  as  an  at- 
traction tor  the  New  York  museuui  of  the 
great  showman,  he  was  about  tbe  size  ol  a 
boy  ot  six.     He  broadened  considi  rably  in 
later  years,  but  gained  little  in  atatur*'.

The  platfonu,  which  is  quite  It'ngthy,  is 
that  ol  tbe  "Prohibition  party  of  Mnn  e- 
s>ota,''  and  means  an  entirely  new  political 
organ:7.ttion.  The  old  parties  are  de- 
nounced as  faithless  to  prohibition,  and  tl  at 
as  proliibition  is  a  purely  political  question, 
all  citizens  are  invite«i  lo  unite  in  ioakiii>; 
it  the  )>olicy  of  tbe  government,  both  stale 
and  national. 

The  convention  also  declared  in  favor  of 
the  tollowing  national  ptiiiciplea  and  men- 
Hures,  to  be  incorporated  in  the  national 
constitution  aad  enforced  by  cougn.ss  and 
the  govfrnment: 

First— The  prohibition,  as  public  crimen, 
of  the  importation,  ex(Kjrtatioii,  maiiiifMc- 
ture,  sale  and  supply  of  all  alcoholic  bever- 
ages. 

Second— The  prohibiti  n  of  all  taxation, 
license-,  regulatioi  aud  legal  sanction  in 
any  form  of  these  or  any  other  public 
crimes. 

Third— The  civil  and  political  equality 
and  enfranchisfment  of  woman.  'I  li;8  re- 
form, bo  far  aaconc;erns  theatate  severally, 
is  remitted  lo  the  party  in  those  .%latn. 

Fourth —  The  abolition  of  polygamy . 

Fifth— The  abolition  of  fxeciilive,  judicial 
and  leiislative  pstronaKe,  and  election  uf 
all  olKcen  by  the  peoiile  as  far  as  practicd- 
hle  and  civil  service  reform  in  other  ap- 
{loiitlnients. 

Sixth — The  abolition  of  sinecures  andua- 
nf  cesvary  offices. 

Seventh— The  universal  and  forced  edu- 
cation of  the  youth  ot.ihe  nation  (iucliid- 
iuu  iubtruction  in  regard  to  the  eflecLs  ot 
alcohol  on  the  human  bysteoi),  with  ampi" 
provision  for  the  stipi^ort  of  an  adequate 
ami  efficient  system  ot  free  putdic  schools 
in  all  the  states  aud  territories, 

Kii^hth — The  preservation  of  public  lands 
for  homes  of  the  people,  and  their  division 
in  limited  portions  to  actual  aelllera  only. 

Ninth— I'he  abolition  of  all  monopolies, 
class  le>;islation  arid  special  privhegws   from' 
government. 

Tenth— The  control  of  railroads  and  other 
corporations  to  pievent  abuces  of  |>oirer, 
and  to  protect  the  interesia  of  labor  ouil 
commerce.

An  TiidianN  Itescue. 

The  great  Indian  wai  rior,  Tecumseh, 
though  by  birtb  and  education  a  "sav- 
age" was,  nevertheless,  much  ab've  a 
savage  in  magnanimity  and  in  his  ideas 
and  practice  of  justice  und  mercy.  Su- 
perior to  the  prejudiceii  and  customs  of 
bis  people,  even  when  hese  were  tacitly 
sanctioned  by  bia  wh  te  allies,  tbe  of- 
ficers and  agents  of  Grnat  Britain,  Te- 
cumseh was  never  kno  vn  to  ofiFer  vio- 
lence to  prisoners,  nor  to  permit  it  in 
others,  St)  strong  was  lis  sense  of  hon- 
or and  humanity  on  th  s  point.that  even 
frontier  women  and  cL  Idren,  wherever 
his  character  was  kn  >wn,  felt  secure 
from  the  tomahawks  ol  tbe  hostile  Indi- 
ans, if  Tecumseh  was  in  camp.  A  strik- 
ing iui^tani  e  of  this  coniidence  is  present- 
ed in  the  following ane-dote: 

The  British  and  h  <llan8  were  en- 
camped near  the  river  Raisin;  and  while 
holding  a  talk  within  eii^bty  or  a  hun- 
dred yards  of  .Mrs.  Rnii  nd'shous«^some 
Sacs  and  VVinnebagois  entered  ber 
dwelling,  and  began  to  plunder  it. 

She  immediately  sent  her  little  daugh- 
ter, eight  or  nine  yearf  old,  requesting 
Tecumseh  to  coine  fiber  assistance. 
The  child  ran  to  tbe  co  incil-honse,  and 
pulling  Tecumseh  (who  was  then  speak- 
ing), by  the  skirt  of  bts  bunting-shirt, 
Siiid  to  him, — 

"Cijme  to  our  house;  bad  Indians  are 
there!"

min. 

Tbe  new  fangle<i  machine  for  tbo  far- 
mer is  the  new  corn  and  pumpki  1  seed 
planter.  It  is  a  tin  spout  in  two  com-  ^ 
partments,  with  a  spade-like  lever  lower 
extremity.  An  enterprising  agricul- 
turist jabs  tfio  lower  end  into  the  groun<l 
until  a  projection  on  tbe  side  opens  a 
valve  within  the  spout.  Tbe  planter 
obligingly  drops,  by  this  operation,  the 
number  of  seeds  pre-arrangi-d.  A  man 
can  plant  twenty  bills  with  this  to  one 
by  tbe  old  way. 

Sheep,  no  doubt,  are  the  natural  resi- 
dents of  high,  cool  plate-ius  and  moun- 
tains; for  tbe  wool,  a  good  protection 
against  cold,  us  poor  shelter  a;;ainst  rain. 
It  is  of  no  use  to  attempt  sheen  farming 
on  low.  wet  soils,  for  here  all  tbe  dis- 
eases of  the  animal  are  rile— foot  rot, 
scab,  rot,  etc.  New  F^nuland  has  been 
the  most  successful  in  developing  the 
.Merino,  for  the  lands  are  light  and  high  ; 
though  much  water  falls  there,  it  is  in 
tbe  form  of  snow,  which  shaken  off, 
does  not  penetrate  tbe  wool  like  rain. 

K  farmer  oliserved  a  flock  of  quails, 
rnnniug  along  between  tbo  rows  of  corn 
which  was  just  sprouting,  (^mceiving 
the  idea  that  they  were  pulling  up  bis 
I'orn,  one  of  tbe  birds  was  killed,  and 
its  crop  e.xamiiied.  Instead  of  corn  it 
wa.s  found  to  contain  one  cutworm,  21 
stri|>ed  bugs  ami  over  l(li>  chinch  biig.s. 
A  valuable  bird  to  tbe  farmer  is  the 
((iiail.  and  one  tbat  should  be  protected, 
instead  of  hunted  and  shot  for  the  mere 
amusement  of  sport-loving  hunters.

Roses  From  Cnttinxs. 

European    b<>rticulturists    si^imetimes 

adopt  this  mode  of  planting  rose  cut- 
tings Bu  as  10  root  witii    more  certaiiitv . 

Tbey  bend  tbe  shoot  and  insert  both 
ends  into  the  ground,  leaving  a  single 
bud  uncovered  at  tbe  middle  and  on  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  Tbe  cuttings  are 
aliout  ten  inches  long  and  are  bent 
over  a  stick  laid  flat  on  tbe  ground, 
boles  being  dug  ou  each  end  of  the 
stick  for  tbe  reception  of  the  end  of  the 
shoot.  Tbe  roots  form  oolv  at  tbe  end 
of  shoot,  but  tbe  other  end  being  buried 
prevents  evaporation  and  drying  up.  A 
correspendent  of  tbe  London  Garden 
says  that  be  has  tried  this,  along  with 
the  old  mode,  and  tbat  while  the  weaker 
cuttings  of  the  latter  have  shown  svmp- 
toms  of  drying  and  failure,  all  the 
former  have  grown  vigorously.

The  (lifTerence  i  1  the  original  cost  of  a 
si ?tl<'<'ii  pound  but  ter  cow  and  the  com- 
iiieii  grade  Is  very  great,  and  so  i/»  tho 
dtU'ereiice  in  yiehl.  Alxiiit  $:>*Hi  is  asked 
lor  a  first-cliLss  Jersey  or  (iiiernsey. 
This  sum  seems  larjje  to  an  oiiserver  of 
fiviires  when  applied  to  the  cost  of  a 
cotv,  but  when  it  is  considered  that  Jer- 
(•evs,  ami  even  tbe  grade  .brseys,  re- 
turn an  income,  clear  of  all  exiwnses,  of 
fliNi  annually,  tbe  price  may  be  said  to 
lie  low.  Not  only  is  tbe  yield  of  butter 
niucli  greater  Imt  the  market  price  of 
such  known  as  "gilt  edged"  is  higher. 
In  tbe  face  of  this  fact  does  it  not  liecome 
<lie  dutv  of  farmers  to  invest  in  the  di 
rection  of  the  fine  breeds.  If  farming 
or  dairying  is  to  fie  successful  it  must  be 
conducted  in  a  manner  that  brings  into 
use  only  the  best  material!  A  cow  is  a 
machine.  She  converts  certain  kinds 
of         food  into  milk,         and 

according  to  bernnlureand  adaptation 
she  prominently  changes  the  irbaracter 
of  tbe  milk.  A  Jersey  appropriates  the 
greater  portion  of  the  carbon,  which  is 
change<l  in  tbe  system  into  fat,  stearine 
or  cream.  Bnt  the  tendency  ou  tier 
part  issfronglvin  favor  of  the  latter, 
and  in  that  respect  she  fulfills  her  pur- 
poses. The  Arysbre,  on  the  contrary, 
appropriates  a  more  nitrogenous  ele- 
ment from  the  food,  and  ber  natural 
characteristic  is  in  yielding  a  ouality  of 
milk  containing  caseine,  which  we  find 
in  i-beese.  As  animals  are  thus  a<lapted 
for  certain  pur  poses,  l>e  ing  bred  to  such 
perfection  by  the  genius  of  man,  is  it 
not  essential  that  tlie  farmer,  in  order 
tu  be  succet»ful,  should  take  advantage 
of  tbe  |>rivilege.<)  before  him  for  im- 
provement? 


Starting  a  Stack. 
A  correspondent  of  Farin'^nd  Fireside 
descrilies  a  new  way  of.<riirtinga  stack 
foundation  as  follows:  Having  selected 
a  gently-sloping  |»lace  to  build  ourstack, 
we  cooimencetl  to  stand  the  sheaves  up 
around  a  sintrle  shock  until  it  was  as  large 
as  we  wanted  for  a  foundation;  then  we 
used  tbo  broken  or  (*ap-sheaves  around 
tbe  edges  and  wirners  for  the  first  layer 
in  the  rick.  After  this  we  built  tbe  stack 
as  ill  any  other  mode  of  ricking.  The 
weather  was  very  unfavorable  for  grain 
ricked  out  of  <if>ors,  it  being  so  wet  tbat 
we  could  scarcely  find  two  <lays  in  suc- 
cession dry  enough  for  threshing.  But 
when  we  came  to  thresh, we  found  that 
the  foundation,  as  well  as  the  rest  of  tbe 
rick,  was  (lerfectly  dry,  except  that  on 
the  west  side  a  few  sheaves  were  damp 
on  a4'c«iunt  of  the  rain  which  bad  l>een 
blown  on  by  the  wind.  Tbe  greatest  ad- 
vantage gained  by  this  method  is  that 
the  wheat  standing  on  end  for  founda- 
tion caUtbes  and  saves  all  the  scatterings 
from  pitching  on  the  sbtck,  which  are 
always  lost  by  pitching  on  a  rail  founda- 
tion. 


Hire  Good  Help. 

One  of  tbe  waste  in  farming  is  found 
in  tbe  practice  of  hiring  help  that  is 
cheap  in  ririce  ami  cheaper  still  in  the 
qtialilics  of  a  good  and  skillful  workman- 
The  wasteful  and  careless  methods  of 
such  a  man  in  doing  his  work  will  cost 
more  than  bis  actual  wages.  He  will  of- 
ten fail  when  the  pressure  for  assistance 
is  the  greatest  Hire  the  best  and  for 
the  shortest  time  possible.  N'ever  keep 
a  man  "knocking  round"  when  you  and 
the  iKiys  can  do  all  tbat  is  claiming  iiii- 
niediale  attention,  even  if  y<iu  have  to 
strain  a  (loint.  Another  waste  is  found  in 
spending  too  much  limo  in  your  market 
town.  If  you  go  b>«i  often  or  remain 
too  long  a  liabit  will  be  formed  that 
wil!  become  a  fixture,  and  niakea  visible 
showing  in  tbe  neglect  of  farm  work. — 
Rural  New  Yorker.

The  «'xtraor<lini»ry  products  of  milk 
or  butter  from  single  cows  in  the  seven, 
ten  or  Ifiirfy  days'  trials,  as  the  case 
may  be,  which  result  in  \f.)  pounds  and 
(>  ounces  ill  thirty  days,  as  quoted  in  the 
statement  concerning  the  Holstein  cow 
Merivdes,  and  tne  tests  of  sever- 
al Jersey  cows  are  not  to  be  s«5t  aside 
with  the  remark.  "It  is  im|M>8sible,  [ 
don't  believe  them."  There  can  be  no 
reason  to  doubt  tbe  statement  of  well- 
known  reliable  men  who  make  these 
tests  and  make  afii<lavit  thereto.  Tbe 
fa«:ts  are  that  tbey  are  undoubteiMy  cor- 
rect. .\t  tbe  same  time  tbey  are  made 
under  the  most  fav<irabie  ciri-umslances 
relating  to  comlition  of  cow,  leed  and 
care.  .\nd  while  they  do  not  indicate 
that  such  enormous  yields  are  possible, 
for  any  extendeil  time,  or  that  tbey 
are  procured  with  profit,  yet  tbey  do 
show  tbe  (losHibilities  in  the  matter  and 
indii:ate  an  improvement  to  a  very 
great  extent  in  »lairy  .sbjck.  They  also 
stimulate  the  breeding  ot  choice  ilairy 
stock,  because  tbe  several  breeders,  as 
they  endeavor  to  excel  each  other  in 
maximum  yields,  will  breed  very  many 
gocxl  cows  in  tbe  endeavor  to  get  one 
that  shall  bead  tbe  li.st. 

We  think,  therefore,  that  tbey  should 
tie  encouraged,  providing  always  that 
correct  and.  bonvst  statement.s  only  are 
given. 

ColiiiiibiiM'H  liove  Story.

Coluiubii.:  was  accepted  as 
a  suitor,  and.  what  toyoungmen  in  these 
times  must  seem  It  very  extraordinary 
course  of  pro;eourt,  uifer  bis  marriage 
be  a  d  his  wile  Itvt;  up  their  abode 
with  his  iHother-i.':-iaVif.  We  would  give 
a  good  deal  to  know  more  of  that  love 
story ;  how  it  was  for  instance,  tbat  tbe 
castaway  adventure,  reduced  to  earn 
his  living  by  drawing  charts,  managed 
so  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the  mother, 
whose  husband's  position  might  have 
enabled  her  to  look  higher  for  her 
daughter.  He  must  surely  have  been 
not  only  a  devoted  lover  but  a  man  of  a 
good  deal  of  tact,  with  great  power  of 
.idapting  himself  to  ciicum.atanceB.  At 
any  rate,  the  union  proved  a  happy  one.

Tbe  roi,»  reports  are  brigbleninjj  in 
Tiome  loralltiea,  but  what  will.the  harvest 
1^?  is  a  question  tbat  cannot  \)c.  satisfac- 
torily answeretl  until  after  har\'«»t,  and 
all  estiroatfis  in  that  direction  are  mere- 
ly gaejwes. 

The  cool  wave,  which  it  was  thought 
might  iryiire  some  of  the  crops,  hai)  been 
extremely  favorable  to  the  fieHs  over 
which  it  flowed,  as  it  has  served  to  con- 
<len8e  the  v».por  in  the  atmosphere,  and 
thns  to  refresh  the  earth  with  needed 
rain.  

The  London  lancet  has  madr  the  dis- 
covery that  there  is  "no  more  powerful 
apparatus  for  the  conveyance  of  diBease 
than  a  book."  It  mentions  measles, 
scarlet  fev>«r,  diphtheria  and  other  illn 
to  which  the  juvenile  community  *^  es- 
(lecially  prone  as  |>eing  eaf.y  to  catch 
from  iHJoks.  Th«  gtrms  of  disease  may 
lie  for  months,  or  epen  years,  between 
the  leaves  of  hooka  that  are'seldom  han- 
dled. 


The  attack  of  Charles  Francis  Adams, 
Jr.,  upon  the  study  of  Greek  and  Latin 
as  taught  in  the  colleges  of  this  country 
has  created  considerable  excitement 
among  graduates  of  colleges,  but  they 
are  not  ail  of  one  »ind.  The  sentiment 
rtf  the  beet  teachers  is  that  the  Latin  and 
Greek  are  luxuries  of  education  which 
<-an  be  enjoyed  by  men  of  independent 
fortnnes  or  exceptional  brains,  but 
which  ar3  usually  not  worth  the  time 
flpent  in  acqniring  them. 


Tenting  out  has  become  a  favorite 
luethotl  of  summer  recreation.  It  is 
comparatively  inexpensi\"e,  and  if  tbe 
iove  of  camping  grows  as  it  has  foi"  th<> 
past  few  years,  the  expensive  hotels  will 
have  to  close,  and  there  will  be  a  boom 
in  tents.  The  oil  stove  that  can  be 
picked  up  and  rarried  under  one's  arm 
from  place  to  place,  has  become  almost 
an  indispensible  adjunct  of  ("amp  life, 
v^specially  in  prairie  regions,  while  the 
j.'reat  variety  of  canned  goods,  and  man- 
ufactures of  flour,  confines  tbe  necessary 
oooktDg  to  <mch  fish  an<l  game  a.<!  may 
abonnd  in  the  camping  region,  an<l  the 
pre|»amtion  of  tea  and  coffee.  Families 
in  tents  can  live  well  for  a  very  small 
proportion  of  tbe  cost  of  living  ia  sum- 
fuer  ho*»*l^.

>he  creditors  wore  invited  to  a  convivial 
meeting,  and  before  their  separation, 
"every  man  unexpectedly  fcnoA  a  place 
where  it  could  not  be  mistaken,  the  fnll 
»mount  of  his  former  due,  together  with 
compound  interest.  It  is  greatly  to  be 
feared  tliut  tbe  sentiment  or  principle 
that  inspired  this  act  does  not  generally 
prevail  in  Boston  or  anywhere  else,  and 
yet  it  is  admirable  iu  every  r&lotf'-t.  it 
may  be  added  that  the  BoeCoVi  nierch  int 
was  subsequently  Vefy  prosperous  and 
died  a  millionaire. 


The  fact  that  fifty  young  physicians  of

ohysician  renders  io  illness,  and  how 
great  is  the  t»i^8sing  which  his  visits 
bring  to  the  stricken  invalid,  will  appre- 
ciate th«Rxtent  of  gratitude  which  is  due 
tlM»9e  who  have  tendered  in  charity 
their  aid  to  those  who  coirld  no»,  !,ire 
and  pay  for  it.  It  isa  fart  that  cannot 
be  controlleii  tl>at  liie  medical  profes- 
a©o  as  a  whole  in  quite  as  willing  as  any 
other,  if  not  more,  to  labor  without  hope 
of  pectiniary  reward  for  the  benefit  of 
tbeir  fellow  men.  Compared  with  the 
fwhticians  who  receive  so  jn^jch  honor 
the  rewanlsofthe  rtertors  are  insignifi- 
cant.

Special  Ajrent  Mowell,  hoii  at  PlAtlshtirg; 
N.  Y.,  has  called  tbe  attention  ot  tbe  treas- 
nry  department  to  the  large  number  of  im. 
migrants  arriving  at  Quebec  and   Montreal, 
and  says  tbat  many  of  them  are  almost  des- 
titute, having  neither    money   nor  friends, 
and  are  too  feeble  by  reason  of  age    or    in- 
firmity to  support  themselves.  He  aays  that 
most  of  this  class  are  paupers,    who  have 
been  assisted  in  procurine  passage  and   are 
ticketed  to  noints  in  the  Western  part  of  the 
Unite.l  SUtes.

The  Great  Telegraph  Strike. 

Laat  March  a  meeting  waa  held  at  Chicago 
of  repreaentatlves  of  several  thousand  oper- 
ators of  the  Western  Union  telegraph  linen, 
at  which  a  rei^uest  Was  made  ibr  ahorietiiDg 
tbe  hours  of  lalM>r  from  nine  to  eight 
bonrs,  and  for  i  n  advance  in  wages.  The 
officers  of  the  Western  Unien  declined 
to  accede  to  the  retjuest  asd  a  general  strike 
was  determined  upon.  At  a  given  signal 
Thursday  noon,  several  thousand  opera- 
tors, all  over  the  country,  left  their  inatru- 
meul«.  The  immediate  •  ffecta  of  the  move- 
ment are  not  so  palpable  as  might  have 
been  expecte<l.  The  strike  extende<l  only  to 
the  employes  of  the  Western  Union  com- 
pany, and  does  not  effect  tbe  railroad*  nor 
tbe  larger  newspapers,  which  have  their 
own  wires  and  employ  iheir  own  operators. 

In  New  York,  a  Frank  Phillips,  of  tbe 
cable  department,  by  a  preconcerted  agree- 
ment jumped  ou  an  ot>erdting  table  and 
blew  a  shrill,  loud  blilst  lipon  a  large  ivory 
whittle.  Nearly  500  operators  in  the  room, 
with  tbe  exception  of  a  coni|>aratively  few, 
jumped  to  their  feet  Eiuiiiltanfoiisly,  and 
luoimtinic  chairs  and  tables,  gave  three  deaf- 
ening hurrahs  that  were  heard  for  blocks. 
Theerabbiug  of  hato,  coats  and  walking- 
sticks  was  next  in  order,  and  400  operators, 
in  aignified  »<|uaiLs  and  batches  tiled  down 
tbe  steps. 

Tbe  effect  of  the  strike  oh  the  exchanges 
w«8  electric.  Within  five  minutes  all  the 
offices  in  the  vicinity  of  the  cetton,  pro- 
duce. (>etrf>lpum,  stock,  and  metal  exchanges 
were  thronged  with  persons,  vainly  trying  to 
transmit  n]e''Sages.  The  me^^a^e-t  wre  taken 
till  the  operators  rose  Irani  their  places. 
The  signal  wis  given  by  the  chief  operator 
in  eai:h.  office,  ^bo  Used  tbie  sounding 
boaWl.  In  each  case  be  led  tbe  oi>eraturs 
ont  of  tbe  office.  When  the  men  left  the 
man  in  charge  of  tbe  office  an- 
nounced tbat  no  mseaages  would 
be  received.  Similar  aoeues 

were  witnessed  in  all  the  larger  offices  of 
the  country.  Imiue<liately  belore  the  strike 
a  rumor  was  sent  all  over  tbe  country  tbat 
Gen.  Grant  bad  dropped  dead  in  Wall 
street  and  as  no  contradiction  came  for 
some  time,  this  was  considered  as  the  pre- 
concerted signal  for  the  strike,  but 
such  Waa  not  the  fact. 

It  is  said  that  10,000  operators  were  en- 
gaged in  the  strike,  most  of  them  the  most 
skilfulof  this  profession.  But  a  sufficient 
number  remain  to  transmit  tbe  most  im- 
portant business,  and  it  Is  probAble  tbat  a 
compromise  of  some  .sort  will  soon  solve 
tbe  difliuulty.  The  railroad  lines  employ- 
ing their  own  operators  were  not  seriously 
affected  by  the  .strike.

Des  Moines  was  visited  by  a  terrible  wind 
storm  last  Mnuday  night  that  surpasses  any- 
thing of  tbe  kind  ever  seen  in  that  city.  At 
no  time  has  the  velocity  of  the  wind  lieen 
so  great.  It  (xmimenced  blowing  a  gale  ol 
fifty  iniles  tin  hour  at  ii  o'clock,  and  kept 
ateadily  encreasing  until  3  o'clock,  when  it 
swept  over  tbe  city  at  forty  miles  an  hour, 
and  for  five  minutes  tbe  wind  reeiatering 
InsMument  at  tlie  signal  office  recorded 
forty-eitjht  miles.  Heavy  rain  accompanied 
tbe  gale,  and  considerable  damage  was 
done  thnughout  the  city.  Chestnut 
row — a  fine  row  of  resi- 

duencea — was  unroofed.  The  trestle  block 
waa  unroofed,  as  i^ere  also  Several  houses. 
Orea'  destruction  was  done  to  shade  trees 
and  shrubbery  in  all  parts  ot  tbe  town.  No 
damaee  to  persons  has  been  reported. 

At  Mitcbellvllle  a  large  floiirihg  mill, 
which  had  jtist  i>tteo  cdmpletKl  was  tompleie- 
ly  wrecked  and  will  be  a  total  loss:  Corn  and 
small  grain  are  badly  down  at  Newton.  It 
IS  reported  that  a  large  building  ou  tbe  col- 
lege farm  was  blown  down  at  Chester  Cen- 
ter. A  few  miles  north  of  Grinnell  aCon- 
gregationalist  church  was  blown  down  and 
completely  wrecketl,  together  with  three 
dwelling  houses,  a  number  of  bams,  etc, 
Corn  and  wheat  were  levelled  to  the  gtonnd.

Moit«  Wisconsin  Tomadoe*. 

On  the  loth  a  tornado  atruck  Fort  Atkin- 
lOH  destroyiag  a  vast  amount  of  property, 
and  maiming  and  wounding  a  number  of 
persona,  two  of  whom  It  is  known  cannot 
recover  from  their  injuries.  At>out  100 
buildings,  for  the  most  part  dwellings,  were 
blown  down  or  seriously  daaiaged.  The 
NalloQal  MantiDlcttiring  romnant  suffered 
lerioiisly,  tbe  warehouse  l>el~ng  unroofed 
and  great  damage  done  to  the  buildioga  and 
manliinery  and  stock,  the  loas  being  eeti ma- 
ted at  $15,000.  In  less  than  twenty  ssoouda 
damage  ol  $50,000  waa  done  aa  the  terrible 
storm  aweui  t'irough  ih6  city. 

At  ^ond  du  Lac  besvj  dark  olouda  hov- 
ered over  the  city  /or  abo.it  ab  tiotif,  rteced- 
•itating  tbe  lightning  of  lamps  and  gas, 
when  auddenly  they  burst  and  great  sheets 
of  watv-f  fell,  carrying  away  lumber  and 
all  li^ht  material,  and  doing  a  great  deal  of 
damage  to  tbe  crops  especially  bay. 
Whole  fields  of  corn  were  broken  do«n, 
and  farmers  are  becoming  quite  discour> 
•ged. 

At  Dousman,  the  toniado  did  great  dam- 
Site  to  property,  destroying  the  Douaman 
hnmesteod,  cheese  factory  and  eight  dwel- 
ling houses,  as  well  as  unrooing  and  destroy- 
ing barns  and  other  buildings.  Three  men 
were  .strioualy  injured.  South  of  D«usman 
a  large  cheese  factory  was  blown  down  and 
a  man  waa  killed  by  tbe  falling  timbers. 
Tbe  building  ia  a  ruasa  of  mina  and  is  a 
total  losa  to  the  proprietors.  A  farm  house 
two  and  one-ball  aiiles  ea«t  of  Di^iisman 
also  fell  a  victim  to  the  storm,  aa  well  as  all 
the  connecting  oiubuildlngs.  Dr.  Pic  elt's 
house,  two  miles  further  on,  wis  wrecked, 
and  Mrs  Pickett  received  fktal  injuries.

Tbe  storm  commenced  at 
al>ont  7  o'clock  in  the  evening,  its  approach 
k)eing  first  noticed  by  the  appearance  of  a 
black  cloud  in  tbe  Northwest.

Mortality  In  New  York  City. 

The  mortality  in  New  York  this  season  Is 
frightfully  on  tbe  increase,  either  owing  to 
the  great  heat,  tbe  dirty  condition  of  the 
streeta,  or  the  death  rate  sustaining  a  natu- 
ral ratio  to  a  largely  increas«4  population.

Washington  S|.ecial:  The  atatus  of  the 
Mille  Ijics  Indian  resevation  has  been  tbe 
subject  of  investigation  by  the  interior  de- 
partment during  tbe  past  year,  and  the  re- 
sult will  probably  be  tbe  removal  of  the 
Indians  to  tbe  While  Earth  reservation. 
Tbe  original  purpose  of  the  department  was 
to  find  out  the  quantity  of  land  in  tbe  res- 
ervation necessary  for  the  support  of  the 
Indians  in  order  that  the  same  might  t>e  re- 
served from  the  ope^tion  of  the  pre-emp- 
tion and  homestead  laws,  and  the  remain- 
der of  the  reservation  seured  to  settlers;  but 
the*condition|of  the  Mille  Lacs  Indians  and 
other  circutuatances  seem  f  o  justify  the^re- 
moval  of  tbe  Indians  and  tbe  opening  up  of 
the  entire  reservation.  The  valiubTe  pine 
timt>er  ou  the  land  has  long  t>een  coveted 
by  laud  and  tiwiMrspecrilators,  and  already 
a  large  number  of  persons  in 
their  employ  have  come  upon  the 
reservation  with  the  view  of  claiming  the 
]ands  tvhen  they  are  thrown  open  under 
tne  pre-emption  and  homestead  laws.  Un-^

The  hurricane  on  Saturday  mcming  seams 
to  isle  original*!  to  the  vicinity  of  Hitch- 
cock, on  the  coftbem  boundry  of  Beadle 
county,  Dak.,  reaching  from  that  point 
north  as  far  as  Rwlfield.  Nunaer^ne  budd- 
ings were  torn  down  and  several  pefs'w 
wounded,  some  fatally.  Passing  east  the 
storm  13  h»xt  b*«rd  of  in  Codington  county, 
where  much  damage  waa  done,  particularly 
to  the  crops.  S«  far  as  can  bfe  beard  from 
the  dispatehes,  it  was  next  learned  cf  at 
.Sleepy  Eye,  Brown  county,  where  it  wa."f 
accomlrtmied  with  terrific  bail.  From 
there  it  went  t^  New  ITlm,  and 
crossing  tbe  Minnesota  rirer,  passed  on 
through  Nicollet  county  to  St.  P«jr<  lay- 
ing waste  the  crops  in  its  oourse.  From  C*. 
Peter  it  seems  to  have  tolloweJ  the  general 
course  of  the  Winona  &  St.  Peter  road 
through  Kasota,  Janesville.  Waseca,  Men- 
dan,  Owatonna,  Dodge  Center,  and  Mantor- 
ville  to  Rochester,  where  it  made  a  sharp 
turn  to  the  northeast  to  the  village  of  El- 
gin, Wabasha  county,  which  It  a*u>o(^  com- 
pletely demolished.  Beyond  this  poin^  the 
force  of  the  storm  seems  to  have 
been  broke.*!,  little  damage  be- 
ing reported  from  tbe  eastward. 

Tbe  list  of  casualties  is  a  long  cce.  and 
the  tlamage  to  property  is  very  large.  TbiiS 
far  eight  areieported  killed  and  al>out  tixty 
more  or  less  seriously  injured.  The  blow- 
ing of  a  passenger  train  from  the  track  near 
Owatonna  resulted  in  the  injury  of  some 
forty  people.  The  town  of  Elgin  suffered 
most  severely,  t>eiug  almost  completely 
wif-ed  ont,  and  several  l>eing  killed.  A 
complete  account  of  ttrid  disaster,  however, 
is  unattainable  owing  to  the  telegraphic 
trouble  and  tbe  fact  that  the  town  is  dome 
di.stance  from  the  railroad.  The  loiis  to 
property  cannot  as  yet  t>ee!^' mated,  but  is 
very  great. 

Dodge  county,  was  the  scene  of  disaster 
and  general  ^ttr\,  both  to  buildings  and 
the  crops.  Owatonna  aad  Waswa  are  also 
heavy  sufferers,  the  buildings  on  £118  i^tate 
fair  grounds  at  the  former  place  t)eing  en- 
tirely destroyed.  A.s  yet  returns  are  so  in- 
complete that  ^0  ^timate  is  attempted  ot 
the  loss  either  to  the  crops  or  to  other  pro- 
perty, bnt  as  the  path  of  the  storm  Was 
throunb  a  productive  agricultural  country, 
the  aggvegate  amount  will  imdonbteilly  be 
very  large.

HOUSE  AND  FARM. 

k<<at'intD§  i«bM«. 

Prof.  B.  W.  Stewart,  in  his  recent  use- 
fVil  book,  celebrates  the  cow  as  "the 
moat  remarkable  producer  among  ani- 
mals." She  gives  at  her  best  nearly 
seven  times  lier  wei|^ht  per  annum  in 
milk,  of  food  value  twice  as  great  as  the 
beef  creature  of  equal  size  gains  during 
the  same  time. 

The  export  trade  in  fresh  beef  ia 
reaching  unusual  proportions  this  6ea- 
son.  Up  to  Msy  31 ,  this  year,  63,878,970 
pounds,  yslued  at  $6,.'^3O,CC0,  had  been 
exported,  While  during  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1582  but  :i6,25;i,49i  pounda, 
\'araed  at|:!.451,146,  were  exported. 

The  New  York  Herald  says :  "The  feet 
and  legs  of  horses  require  more  rare 
than  the  rest  of  the  l)ody.  They  must 
not  be  allowed  to  stand  in  9ltn  and 
moisture,  and  in  grooming  a  horse  the 
feet  ntitl  legs  must  l>e  as  thoroughly 
brushed  and  cleaned  as  a  coat.  A  little 
oil-(ake  meal  mixed  with  the  foo<l  will 
give  a  glossiness. 

But  a  ti^  01  our  dairy  farmers  have 
hot  yet  learnetl  how  to  judge  a  good 
cow.'  Not  one  in  ten  knows  whether 
any  one  of  their  cows  is  being  kept  at  a 
profit  or  loss.  A  good  cow  ou^ht  to  pro- 
duce annually  200  pounds  ot  butter  or 
SOOf*,  pounds  df  cheeae.  Such  cows  are, 
however,  greatly  the  exception,  not  the 
rule.  We  may  fairly  aay  that  not  one 
cow  in  twenty  yields  over  l-'iO  pounds  of 
butter  or  more  than  :'M  pounds  of 
cheese.  The  cause  of  this  low  average 
must  be  charged  to  the  dairy  farmer,  lie 
is  the  man  that  manages  the  coW. 

The  well-known  poultry  authority, 
Mr.n.  K.  Felch,  atates  In  the  New  York 
World,  th»l  Dhe  biwhel  of  corn  will 
gto#  AS  many  pounda  of  live  po  ultry  as 
it  will  of  pork.  (Jne  bushel  and  twelve 
quarts  of  sound  corn  or  its  e«|uivalent  in 
other  grain  will  keep  a  fowl  one  year 
The  average  hen  will  lay  10-12  doaen  of 
eggs  per  annum,  which  ought  to  secure 
a  pr.)(it  of  $\-2:2'i  to  fl,75  per  head,  ac 
cording  to  the  pfi"  e  of  eggs.  Poaltry  and 
grain  are  affected  by  the  markeljS of  any 
special  hcality.  Farhlers  should  in  all 
branches  of  industry  operate  largely 
enough  to  aecure  Ihe  beat  results  in 
^rfce.  Mr.  Felch  would  not  have  him 
go  into  poultry  fariniRg  exclusively,  hut 
he  considers  that  Ihe  man  who  plants  an 
orchard  has  by  no  means  finishe<l  his 
work  until  he  shall  have  furnished  ijuar- 
ters  in  th'  same  for  150  U>3uO  fowls  to 
the  acre  i..  .-ing  it  serve  the  double  pur- 
pose of  orchard  an<l  poultry  yard.

The  eeneral  symptoms  of  dyspepsia  are 
well  known.    Some  that  deserve  special 
remark  are^  fancies  that  the  limbs  or  the 
Lands  are  diatorted,  mental  depreasion 
extreme  riervousneas,  hypochondria  and 
other  affections  of  the  mind.    The  cure 
is  to  be  sought  in  avoiding  the  food  and 
habits  by  wnich  dyspepsia  is  promoted, 
and  usingand  practising  those  which  are 
found  to  agree  beat  with  the  system   of 
the  subject.    Regularitv  in  the  hours  of 
meals  cannot  be  too  strongly  Insisted  on.

70,000  lawyers  in  the  United  States,

If  lawyers  can  save  a  nation 
there  ought  to  be  no  doul>t  as  to  the  se- 
curity of  our  republic.  1  erbaps  It  is  be- 
cause there  is  so  much  tr  ith  in  the  state- 
ment concerning  our  bring  ruled  by 
lawyers  that  we  are  goveiued  so  poorly. 
Certainly  there  is  profou  id  need  ol  a 
reform  in  the  governmen'.  of  the  Ameri- 
can people,  municipal,  stute  and  federal, 
and  the  snbject  of  Senator  Kayartl's  ora- 
tion. The'  responsibility  of  the  I.«gal  Pro- 
fession in  a  Republic,  a  (lae  which 
ought  to  have  the  serioi  a  artention  of 
our  70.1)00  lawyers.

Wire  Worms  in  OaHlens.  • 

A  practii-ftl  ganleUcr  says  he  kills  or 
repels  wire  Worms  with  spent  gas  lime, 
largely  mixed  with  m;inaie.  He  pro- 
cures a  wagon  load  of  the  g:is  lime  and 
mixes  it  with  three  or  four  times  as 
much  strong  and  short  manure  mixed 
with  about  an  equal  i|imiitity  of  good 
soil.  This  is  spread  late  in  autumn  over 
the  ground  ami  plowed  in.  I'he  next 
spring,  root  or  other  crops  are  planted 
on  this  gronnd,  after  it  has  been  thor- 
oughly stirred,  and  no  wire  worms  are 
to  be  seen.  The  quantity  is  what  would 
l)e  termed  a  mo<le rate  dressing  of  the 
manure;  too  much  gas  lime  would  injure 
the  crop.  Farmers  who  hve  near  sias 
works  may  easily  try  this  <m  their  fields 
infested  with  wire  worms.

"The  hxal  requisites  for  the  manufact- 
ure of  good  butter    are    pure    air,  cold 
running   water,   and     a   sufficiency    of 
sweet,  nutritious  herbage,    {"resh,  rich, 
juicy  feed  will  enhance  both  quality  and 
quantity  of  milk  And  bbtter.    the  requi- 
altes  nartied  lielong,  genisrally,  to  some- 
what elevated  or    hilly  districts,  rather 
than  to  those  of  »n   opposite    character. 
\  rolling  elevated  countrjr,    hilly  often- 
times, aboumling    in    springs    of  pure, 
ccjid  water,  and  «lraihe«l    by    deal-,  rip- 
pling atreama,  flowing  oyer   gravelly  or 
ro«;ky  beds  ciinstitutes  the   predomina- 
ting character  of  the  best   dairying  dia- 
tricfsofour  great   country;    so  famous 
for  itadairy  product.    On  such  land  the 
b*<st  and  sweetest  Brasses  ai-e   broduceil 
in  the  greatest  luxuriance,  and  al>ound 
in  the  liest  miik-producing  qualities. 

Another  essential  is  a  cliange  of  past- 
ures. This  ia  contrary  to  the  teachinga 
of  some,  bat  from  actiial  experience  we 
are  able  to  say  it  is  a  very  important 
item  in  the  list  of  nei^seanes  required 
lor  a  bounteous  supply  of  milk  and  the 
wholesale  pro<luction  of  gilt  edged  but- 
ter. If  in  changing  from  one  pasture  to 
another  the  grasses  are  no  better  either 
in  quality  or  quantity,  still  ft  marked 
difference  is  olwerve*!  in  the  yield  of 
milk.  CJows  seem  to  tire  of  one  pasture 
and  one  place.  They  love  to  roam  ami 
feed  in  some  new  indosure  occasionally. 
Kverythlng  seems  to  taste.sweeter  to 
them,  and  they  eat  with  a  new  relish. 
A  change,  therefore,  should  be  made 
from  one  pasture  to  another  about 
every  ten  days  or  two  weeks. 

Cows,  to  yieUl  the  best  returns,  should 
have  ready  access  to  good  water.    Such 
as  flows   from  pure   springs  to  be    pre- 
feired,  but  any  kind  will  do,  provided  it 
is  pure.    This  is   almost  indispensable, 
for  it  is  n  xt  to  impossible  to  make  good 
butter    without  an  abundant  supply    of 
pure    water.    Those     having    pastures 
where  the  waterfalls  in  dry  season  have 
probably    oiiserved    how  rapidly    their 
cows  shrink  in  their  milk  when  water  is 
BcAt-ce  Huil  the  Animals  do  not  get  their 
usual  supply.     Inducing  cows  lo  drink 
large    quantities  of  water  will    increase 
the  flow  oiinilk  certainly,  but  to   what 
extent  the  quantity  of  milk  may  be  in- 
creased without  injury  to  quality  we  are 
not  prepared  to  .say ;  but  we  are  satisfied 
that  one  of  the  best  methwis  of  increas- 
ing the   flow  of  milk  is  to  give  each  cow 
at  milkint;  time  a  small  quantity  of  salt 
to  lick,     if  this  is  done  regularly   cows 
will  need  salt  at  no  other  time.    This 
with   frequent  changing  of  pastnre    and 
plenty  of  pure  water,  ia  the  secret  of  an 
abanaant  supply  of  milk  an<i  butter.

A   delicions  tomato   soup  is  made  by 
frying  some    bits  of  beef  and  bam  in  a 
saucepan    with    a   lump  of  butter  and  ft 
amall  onion  sliced.    Take  a  quart  can  of 
tomatoes,  or  a  doien  fresh  ones  (medi- 
um or  small   size<l),  a*hl  a  coffee  cup  of 
stock,  and  then  put  the  meat  in  with  it, 
and   boil;    aeiison  with  pepper  and  salt. 
This   may    be  8train.-d  or  not;  of  course 
it  is   in    better    taste    to  strain  it;  if  the 
soup   seems  too  thin  after  it  is  strained, 
put    it    back    on  the  stove,  add  a  tabliB 
spornful  of  flour  rubbed  smooth  in  co.d 
water,  and    let  the  soup  simmer  gently 
for  half   an   hour.    In  -iiaking  any  kind 
of  soup  it  is  much  better  to  let  it  simmer 
than  to  boil  violently;  nt.thinais  gained, 
not  even  time,  hy  the  latter  process,  as 
anything    will  cook  jtiat  as  quickly  with- 
out it.     It  ia  the  deitree  of  heat  to  which 
the  soup  ia   subjected    which  nx)k8  it, 
and    flavor  suffers  by  rapid  evrtp<5ration.

Milk  tn  Health  and  Disease. 

Dr.  A.  Grinnell  says.  Ther«i  is  no  snb- 
atitute  for  milk.  Milk  is  the  oily  prophr 
food  for  infanta,  and    all    the    different 
prepared  foixls  for  infants   are    inferior 
to  cow's  ndlk.    Milk  contains  in  itself 
everything  necessary  to  aupport  life.     It 
is  believed  that  a  man   may    suheiot  on 
milk  alone.     A  late  distinguished  physi- 
cian lived  for  years  upon  milk  and   rice; 
but  this  simple  diet    would  not    be    the 
I)e8t  for  a  man  who  has  much   physical 
lalwr  to  perform.    There  ia  not  ao  much 
dissimilarity    between  cow's    milk  and 
woman's  uiilk  as  has  been   supposed. 
In  woman's  milk  ^i»  parts  out  ot    every 
100  are  water;  in  cow's  milk  86;  in  other 
respects  there  is  a  great  similarity.  As  a 
substitute  for  mother's  milk  co*'  milk  is 
the  only    desirable    thing.     Some    per- 
sons think  they   cannot   eat    milk,    but 
th  re  is  not  one  person  in  ten  thousand 
who  could  not  Hve  wholly    upon    milk. 
The  milk  diet  has  come  to  be  considered 
of  great  importance  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession.   There  is  one  hospital  in    Phil- 
adelphia devoted    exclusively    to    milk 
diet.     Patients  are  fed    two    ouncea    of 
milk  every  two  hours  at  the  outset    and 
finally  consume  a  gallon  every    twenty- 
four  hours.     Milk  ia  now  largely  used  in 
febrile  diaeasea;  inuuy  phyaicians    keep 
their  patlenta  entirely  on  milk  in  typhoi  I 
'evers.    The  fat  or  cream  of    milK    con- 
Uiins  six  kinds  of  fat.  margarine  leading 
in  quantity,  three  fixed  oils,   and    three 
volatile.    It  is  these  that  give  butter  its 
tlavor,  a  flavor  that  no  art  can  imitate. 


Business  Poultry. 

In  riding  about  the  country,  says  the 
New  York    Tribune,  one    seldom    sees 
pure  blooded  poultry,    the  fancy  fowls 
are  in  nearly  every  instance,  owned  by 
business  men     Why  ia  this?    Is  it    be- 
cause farmers  are  lacking  in  enterprise 
and  intelligence?    I    think    the   bottom 
facta  are  that  a    mixed    lot   of   poultry 
proves     most    profitable,    being    most 
hardy   and    laving   liest.      Where   one 
breeds  for  the'one  idea  of  "hwks,"  the 
teiulencv  evidently  is  to  lessen  the  egg 
pro<luction.    These  are  my  conclusions 
after  twenty  years'  experience,  in  which 
time    1    have  tested    most  of  the    new 
breeds  as  they   came  along.    It  is  en- 
tirely   legitimate    for   any    one  to  keep 
fancy  fowls  if  they  have  a  taste  in  that 
direction,  and  can   afford    it  as    others 
keep  a  fast  borse    or    a  "poodle    dog, ' 
but  the  real  business    hen  is   not    often 
the  mo?t  noted  for  beauty.      Many   new 
breeds  have  been   introduced;  we   have 
plenty  of  poultry    iiiaKar.ineS    pressing 
their  merits,   with  a  host  of  energetic 
rbftin pious  writing  up  their  alleged  su- 
perior excellemes,  and  yet  both  poultry 
and  eggs  bring  lietter  prices  than  in  the 
years  gone  by.    The  profit  from  keeping 
poultry  depends  on  the   management, 
feed,  care,  etc.    of  our  fowls,  and    the 
average  man  only  takes  an  interest  in 
what  costs  him   dear,    fancy   fowls,    at 
fancy  prices,  have  proved  beneficial.

The  late  Dr.  Leareil,  in  his  recently 
published  essay  on  "The  (Jaiises  and 
Treatment  of  IndijfeHtion,"  lava  down  as 
a  Inndainental  principle  that  the  amount 
of  food  each  man  ^ia  capable  of  digest- 
ing with  ease  always  has  a  limit  which 
bears  ■; relation  to  his  age,  constitution, 
health  and  habits,  and  that  indigestion 
is  a  consequence  of  exceeding  this  limit. 
Different  kinds  of  food  are  also  differ- 
ently adapted  to  different  constitutions. 
Dyspepsia  may  be  brought  on  by  eating 
irregularly,  by  allowing  too  long  an  in- 
terval between  meals,  and  by  eatin  c  too 
often.  Frequently  the  meals  are  not 
guaged  as  to  their  relative  amount,  or 
difliributed  with  a  due  regard  to  health. 
Thus,  when  we  go  out  after  taking  a 
light  breakfast  and  keep  at  our  work, 
with  a  still  lighter  lunch  only  during  the 
interval,  till  evening,  we  are  apt.  with 
the  flohd  meal  which  ti^mots  us  to  indul- 
gence, to  pnt  the  stomac!i  to  a  harder 
test  than  it  can  bear.  "When  a  light 
breakfast  is  eaten,  a  solid  naeal  is  requia- 


Proftu  of  Poultry. 
An  Eastern  writer  In  commenting  on 
the  profit  of  raising  poultry  as  compared 
with  pork,  makes  ihia  statement:  8up- 
fK)ee  a  farmer  begins  with  twenty  hens 
weighing  one-hundred  pounds;  these 
twenty  hens  will  consume  two  quarts,  or 
four  pounds,  of  grain  a  day;  a  one-hun- 
dred pound  pig  will  coniume  about  as 
much,  but  when  it  is  two-hundred 
pounds  it  will  consume  about  twice  as 
much,  while  the  twenty  hens  will  con- 
sume no  more  and  can  easily  rear  one- 
hundred  chickens,  which  at  four  months 
old  will  weigh  three-hundred  pounds, 
and  that  is  long  before  the  pig  will  weigh 
so  much  and  they  will  not  cost  so  much 
as  the  v>iK  for  IcHid.  The  hens  in  the 
meanwhile  are  paying  in  eggs  at  least 
twice  as  much  as  the  cost  of  their  food, 
and  they  will  make  as  much  manure  as 
a  pig,  and  tho  manure  will  be  more  valu- 
able.
